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NGRA Seeks Pac Bell Employees 
Several years ago, National Gay Rights Advocates 
(NGRA) filed a lawsuit against the Pacific Telephone 
and Telegraph Company. Pacific Telephone had a 
formal, written policy prohibiting the hiring and pro- 
motion of gay men and lesbians. Moreover, a number 
of homosexual employees suffered harassment and 
dismissal on account of their sexual orientation. 
The suit against Pacific Telephone (now Pacific 
Bell) will soon go to trial. In the interim, NGRA is try- 
ing to certify the action as a ‘‘class action.” This 
means that we are seeking to represent not only the 
individuals and organizations on whose behalf we 
filed the lawsuit, but all gay men and lesbians who 
applied for employment or were employed at Pacific 
Telephone (or Pacific Bell) between 1970 and 1985. 
If you area current or former Pacific employee or 
if you were denied employment by Pacific because 
of your sexual orientation, you are a potential mem- 
ber of this class and may be entitled to compensation. 
We would like to locate as many potential claim- 
ants and witnesses as possible. If you were a victim 
of, or have information regarding, Pacific’s discrim- 
inatory polices and practices, please contact Kevin 
James or Judy Gold at (415) 772-6000.

Transsexualism a Perversity 

Regarding Randy Turoff’s article ‘‘Trans- 
genderism’”’ in the January issue of Coming Up/: 1am 
insulted by the presumptions made by Turoff and 
the transsexual panelists about both the healthiness 
and the legitimacy of transsexualism. I consider 
transsexualism to be a fraud, and the participants in 
it, like those in any fraud, to be deluded at best: more 
often I would consider them perverted. 


To begin with, I reject the idea that transsexuals. 


represent sexual freedom or any other kind of 
freedom. I acknowledge the right of individuals to 
take hormones, cut off their penises or add fake 
penises, develop breasts or cut off their breasts. 
However it is obscene to associate the term 
“freedom” with such mutilation. 

Turoff says, ‘““The message gleaned from this even- 
ing...was that...each of us is ultimately free to create 
our own scripts....”” The transsexuals express the idea 
that they are escaping from gender roles and restric- 
tions. This is clearly not the case, nor is freedom the 
message gleaned. A person experiencing true 
freedom is able to create his or her own scripts by 
flying in the face of gender stereotypes, by defying 
them: by being him or herself in spite of gender. 
transsexuals, however, show their enslavement to 
societal gender roles in their twisted belief that one 
escapes gender stereotyping by escaping gender. This 
is not an escape from stereotyping. Rather it is an en- 
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forcement of stereotyping insofar as it views an in- 
dividual as limited within a certain gender. The 
transsexual claiming that he/she needs to change 
his/her body in order to be his/her ‘‘true self’ has by 
the dissatisfaction with his/her own form implied 
several things. First, that the inner “‘true self’ exists 
in a state of perverse rejection and estrangement from 
the outer self. Second, that because this ‘‘true self”’ 
requires another physical form in which to manifest 
itself, it must therefore war with nature in order to 
achieve itself. Such a means to one’s ‘‘true self’ cer- 
tainly makes questionable the truth of the true in this 
“true self,’’ or the use of the term ‘‘freedom’’ to 
signify the state of the post-hormoned, post-operative 
mutation. I claim that the inner self cannot require 
such violent means to its freedom. Denying the ex- 
istence of formidable restrictions on the given 
gender, the real true self exhibits freedom by remain- 
ing a real man or a real woman: by accepting and lov- 
ing the form which he/she has been given. 

It may well be that a transsexual distinguishes be- 
tween the motivation for self-mutilation and the con- 
sequent “‘liberated”’ state with such reasoning as: ‘‘I 
did not have this done to me just to escape stereotyp- 
ing, but as a result of the change I have escaped 
gender role restrictions.”’ To this I respond: there is 
no valid reason for the kinds of mutilations 
undergone in the guise of ‘“changing one’s gender.”’ 
I reject the concept of a woman in a man’s body and 
vice versa. I consider these torments to be internal 
confusions whch cannot be solved by outward 
changes, although such changes for one reason or 
another may provide the illusion of a solution. I con- 
sider the outward changes to be an excuse for a solu- 
tion, and I consider transsexualism to be an illusion. 
One cannot change one’s gender. What occurs is a 
cleverly manipulated exterior: what has been done 
is mutation. What exists beneath the deformed sur- 
face is the same person who was there prior to 
deformity. 

The desire to change one’s gender is futile and in- 
fantile, along the Jines of a baby who wants to be 
another baby because he has knocked the vase off 
the table and this baby will get in trouble soon. The 
idea that one must change one’s body to express 
oneself better makes about as much sense as deciding 
to cut off one’s foot to free it from the shitpile one 
has stepped into. There is no problem with the 
gender itself, with being a man or a woman. The 
problem arises when one feels restricted by this 
gender instead of (correctly) by the restrictive at- 
titudes and behaviors associated with it. The problem 
arises when one fails to distinguish one’s foot from 
the shit one has stepped into, and chops off the foot 
instead of the shit in the confusion. As Steve says in 
the article, “The breaking of prescribed scripts is 
what's healthy.’ Indeed. And the scripts are all that 
need breaking — not our bodies. 

People who break or deform their bodies therefore 
do not deserve praise. Acting out the sick farce of a 
deluded patriarchal approach to nature, alienated 
from true be-ing, they deserve pity. They may also 
deserve women’s outrage. Because of the historical 
ridicule of women under patriarchy and the relation 
of male domination of woman to male manipulation 
of nature, the fraud of transsexualism in its destruc- 
tion of nature reflects this slander on women while 
it supports usurpation of our position as women. 
Turoff’s recapsulation of Tala’s “dilemmas” with the 
lesbian community illustrates this. 

Hailing Tala as the image of New Freedom, forget- 
ting that the mutant cannot menstruate, Turoff says, 
“She [sic] simply doesn’t fit all the criteria in the les- 
bian community which women would want her [sic] 
to fit.’ The implication is, of course, that the 
humorless dykes in our infamous rigidity and small- 
mindedness have totally missed the message of Tala 
the totally liberated woman. Such scandalous pro- 
motion of a mutilated man not only as woman but 
as superwoman is misogynist and obscene. Also

outrageous is the Total Reversal involved in Turoff’s 
portrayal of lesbians as the oppressors — the cause 
of poor enlightened Tala’s suffering. Such a Rever- 
sal attempts to glorify mutation and deformed men, 
while denigrating real women and blaming the vic- 
tims for an oppressor’s false oppression. Moreover, 
Turoff's portrayal of lesbians as the perpetrators of 
patriarchal gender stereotypes is achieved through 
the use of lesbian stereotypes. Turoff’s lament that 
Tala ‘‘simply doesn’t fit” infers that lesbians are too 
complex, are over-criterioned to the point where we 
miss simple truths. Although Turoff may not have 
done this on purpose, it is no coincidence. His Rever- 
sal is the same as the patriarchal Reversal, which Mary 
Daly discusses. His inferences are cleverly designed 
to play on existing images of lesbians as excessive in 
our political correctness and scissorlike in our sharp- 
ness: by reminding readers of these ‘‘negative’’ 
characteristics of lesbians/real women, Turoff causes 
readers to be favorably drawn out toward the 
“simplicity”’ of Tala and transsexualism. 

Those who persist in maintaining such stereotypes 
of lesbians/women as to be misled in this fashion may 
be enlightened by a lesbian with a series of very sim- 
ple statements. In fact, these statements are so sim- 
ple, even a child could understand them. Here we 
go. Tala says, ‘‘The message is, if you have a cock, 
you're supposed to be a man.” I say: The fact is, if 
you have a cock you are aman. Women aren’t born 
with cocks. We have something else down there. 
Anyone who has a cock is not a woman, and anyone 
who has a penis and chops it off is not a woman, but 
is a man with his dick cut off. And when an 
estrogenated man with breasts loves a woman, that 
is not lesbianism, that is mutilated perversion. Tala 
is not a threat to the lesbian community, he is an 
outrage to us. He is nota lesbian, he is a mutant man, 
a self-made freak, a deformity, an insult, No doubt 
there will be women who will accept the lies of this 
perversion and give men like Tala encouraging 
words. But Tala does not deserve praise: he deserves 
a Slap in the face. After that, he deserves to have his 
body and mind made well again.

fraud of transsexualism is the confusion of what is 
outside with what is inside. The failure to recognize 
where the problem lies results in the blaming of one’s 
body instead of the attitude one has towards one’s 
body. And such a rejection of one’s body and gender 
is a profound inner disturbance. I also believe that 
this disturbance, and its associated disturbed idea of 
freedom as the possibility of having breasts and 
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ay, 


testicles at the same time, is a direct inheritance from 
patriarchal perversion. It is a misunderstanding direct- 
ly derived from depraved male manipulators of 
woman and nature. The farce of transsexualism is an 
outrage to woman and nature: and to all who respect 
woman and nature.

Randy Turoff responds: 
There are words and phrases in Ms. Mikuteit’s let- 
ter which assault my sensibilities as a lesbian. Words 


such as ‘‘perversion,”’ “fraud,” “‘twisted,”’ “infan- 
tile,’’ “not areal woman,” “‘mutant,”’ ‘‘sick farce,’ 
“they deserve pity,’ ‘self-made freak”’ — all of these 


utterances, in the very same language, have been 
used in the past and are still being used by the 
unenlightened to oppress lesbians. 

One can perceive the notion of sexual freedom in 
a number of ways. I don’t believe that any of the 
panelists ever used the word “‘escape,’’ to describe 
their transformations, nor did I, although much of 
the reasoning and second-guessing in the above let- 
ter pivots around this presumption. If Ms. Mikuteit 
were to re-read the Transgenderism article, she 
might reconsider the notion of sexual freedom in the 
manner in which it was presented. Concepts like 
‘self-expression, ”’ ‘self-definition,’ ‘creating one’s 
own scripts,’ “directing our own lives according to 
our own fantasies,’’ are more to the point. 

Ideas of what is real and unreal, natural or un- 
natural, inside/outside, could certainly make for 
fruitful dialogue. But, metaphysics aside, what pro- 
vokes such anger that leads Ms. Mikuteit to suggest 
that Tala, a speaker on the San Francisco Sex In- 
formation panel, should be ‘‘slapped in the face,”’ 
for expressing ber personal truth! 

I could go on indefinitely in response to this let- 
ter, but I'll simply end it bere by asking the writer: 
By which court of judgment have you been ap- 
pointed to sentence transsexuals as ‘‘frauds,”’ and 
to defame them as ‘‘freaks’’ with ‘‘profound inner 
disturbances’'?

In reference to the review of the film of Alice 
Walker’s The Color Purple: 

The Color Purple is not a lesbian novel. The rela- 
tionship between Celie and Shug is not a lesbian rela- 
tionship. It takes more than two women in bed to 
make a lesbian relationship. It takes two lesbians. 
While Celie probably is a lesbian, Shug clearly isn’t. 
I’m sure most lesbians know a few straight women 
who occasionally sleep with women. My belief has 
always beef that a lesbian is a woman who makes 
her sexual and emotional commitments to other 
women. That does not describe Shug to anyone who 
has read the novel carefully. I think the relationship 
between the two women is extremely important and 
central to the book, mainly essential to the liberation 
of Celie’s spirit, and I think the film showed that very 
well. 

The book is not particularly explicit in regard to 
their expressed sexuality; it is quite an oblique tell- 
ing. While Celie is constantly musing on her feelings 
for Shug, there are only a couple of sexual incidences 
revealed in the narrative. (Certain fairly intelligent 
people I know who read the book thought they only 
slept together the one time.) That seems reasonable 
to me since Alice Walker is nota lesbian, and I doubt 
that she intended to write a “lesbian novel.” The 
beauty and importance of the book is its theme of 
love and support between women in general and 
Black women in particular. 

I empathize with and share the lesbian communi- 
ty’s desire and right to see itself recognized in the 
world, in the arts and otherwise, but there are now 
so many lesbian writers writing about genuine les- 
bian relationships, that I don’t understand attempts 
such as this to label as lesbian the limited and limiting 
view of our sexuality which we are being given in 
this book and in this film. I prefer to see this novel 
and this film as portrayals of women’s love and sup- 
port and need of each other and the strength to 
which they can rise if they look to each other, but 
I will’ never accept them as expressions (failed, 
misirft®fpreted or otherwise) of lesbianism, nor will 
I encourage my straight friends to do so.

Kim Corsaro replies: 
I agree, as Ms. Andrews says, that “‘it takes more 
than two women in bed to make a lesbian relation- 
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ship.”’ Andrews seems to define a lesbian relation- 
ship as a total emotional and physical involvement. 
That's exactly what Shug and Celie had in Alice 
Walker’s novel. But Andrews won't allow what ex- 
ists between Shug and Celie to be defined as lesbian 
because Shug also sleeps with men. I think that is a 
limiting view of our sexuality. 

The Color Purple is not a lesbian novel (I never 
said that it,.was). But it is an incredible telling of a 
great depth and variety of love between women, 
some of which is lesbian, and I think it’s a shame 
that Spielberg’s movie so intensely obscures that. I 
also think that our community bas got to open up 
to allow for a far greater range of expression in 
women’s lives. By limiting ourselves to a tightly 
prescribed definition of what makes a ‘‘genuine”’ 
lesbian, we turn away an awful lot of women who 
otherwise would have a great deal to offer our 
community. 


Judaism Not Merely a Creed 


Anthony DePalma had some interesting points in 
his letter criticizing organized religion. He is wrong, 
however, when he says that anyone ‘“‘who adheres 
to these creeds (Judaism, Islam, Christianity) are com- 
mitting acts of self-denigration.”’ As a Jew, I'll speak 
for Judaism only. 

First of all, we are not merely a creed. One can 
never go to a synagogue, yet will still remain a Jew. 
We are a tribal nation like the Hopis or Navajos, with 
our Own language and spiritual approach (which is 
anything but monolithic). The orthodox Jews (who 
are disgustingly anti-Gay, anti-Lesbian, and anti- 
women) are only 10% of America’s 5% million Jews, 
The other three main denominations (reform, con- 
servative and reconstructionist) all now ordain 
women rabbis. The reform movement (largest of the 
four) accepts Gay/Lesbian synagogues and is quite 
progressive in its stands, ranging from Sanctuary to 
AIDS. 

Jews have no missionaries. Our path is ‘‘a way” 
rather than ‘“‘The Way” as espoused by some groups. 
And while our path has unfortunately been overlaid 
with patriarchy, the essence of the Eternal in Judaism 
has always been of a formless Being, beyond male 
or femalé, beyond the physical. To this day, we do 
not portray “the One”’ in statues or even drawings.

‘And Baby Makes Seven’”’ 
Not Lesbian or Feminist 

If “And Baby Makes Seven’’ [now playing at 
Theatre Rhinoceros] is any indication of the quality 
and consciousness of the theatre being put out to- 
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day in the name of lesbian-feminism, we are indeed 
in more trouble than I had even feared. 

In my opinion, this play is neither lesbian nor 
feminist. Rather, it infantilizes the two women 
characters it portrays by showing them living con- 
stantly in a fantasy world, with no other interest 
beyond their imaginary male children. I am all for fan- 
tasy and play, but these two women characters are 
so one-dimensional as to rival the sexist stereotypes 
of women that dominate the straight media. 

The only character shown with the least maturi- 
ty or contact with reality is, of course, the father-to- 
be. He also appears to be the women’s only close 
friend. Why are these women being portrayed as so 
isolated from other women through the birthing ex- 
perience that their only contact with reality and the 
outside world is this man? Have we really lost this 
much ground? 

It comes as no surprise that the child that is final- 
ly born is a boy. This was obviously the preference 
of all concerned. 

We are also treated to the spectacle of these two 
supposed lesbians coyly fawning over this man in 
typical feminine fashion, rubbing against his lap, 
stroking his neck, encouraging him to put his hand 
on one of the women’s breasts, inviting him into bed 
with them, etc., ad nauseam. This menage has more 
in common with male voyeuristic fantasy than it does 
with women whose primary commitment and loyal- 
ty is to other women. 

I don’t know whether it is possible under present 
conditions (patriarchal capitalistic society in a period 
of backlash) for gay men and lesbians to share parent- 
ing responsibilities as equals, with women-identified 
values, beyond traditional roles and without making 
concessions to the institution of compulsory 
heterosexuality. Despite my skepticism, I would 
welcome a serious and feminist exploration of the 
issue. Unfortunately, this play wasn’t it.

‘‘With the Power’’ Debate Continues 

I am writing in response to the recent debate in 
your ‘Letters to the Editor” (November, December 
1985) regarding With the Power of Each Breath, A 
Disabled Women’s Anthology, eds. Susan E. Brown, 
Debra Connors, and Nanci Stern. 

I support the political intent of Debra Connors 
(November 1985) in her reply to Elana 
Dykewomon’s review of the anthology (October 
1985). Connors essentially emphasizes the need for 
multi-issue coalition building and criticizes 
Dykewomon for her separatism. After reading 
Dykewomon’s review, | also came to the conclusion 
that, although generally supportive and enthusiastic 
about the anthology, Dykewomon was dangerous- 
ly divisive in her criticism of the lesbian contributors 
who chose to remain closeted and her unnecessary 
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attack on gay men in general. 

To state that gay men violated the disabled space 
at Lesbian & Gay Day 1985 and then to assert that 
“With the advent of AIDS, and particularly ARC 
(AIDS-Related Conditions), gay men are for the first 
time [emphasis mine] being forced to deal with issues 
of disability on a wide scale’? — are divisive 
statements which pit lesbians against gay men. These 
statements also pit disabled lesbians against gay men 
with AIDS and ARC, and disabled lesbians against 
disabled gay men. Dykewomon’s assertions imply 
that (1) there are no disabled gay men, and (2) that 
AIDS is a gay men’s disease! 

Lesbians and gay men are under attack by the right 
wing, as well as the disabled, women, people of col- 
or, workers, and radicals. Connors makes the critical 
political point that “‘we must work together and build 
coalitions or we will never succeed in eradicating op- 
pression in its various forms” (November “‘Letters’’).

It Can Happen Here 
An Open Letter to the Gay and Lesbian Community: 
1 am writing to you as an openly gay physician 
who has been involved with AIDS for the past three 
years — both on a political and a medical level. I have 
watched the inability of the U.S. Public Health Ser- 
vice (primarily the Centers for Disease Control) to 
deal initially with AIDS at all and its inability still to 
deal with risk reduction efforts aimed at gay and 
bisexual men. Similarly I have watched, in Califor- 
nia in general and Los Angeles in particular, how 
elected and Public Health officials (except in San 
Francisco) have been unable to deal with the issue 
for fear of appearing to condone homosexuality. (The 
reason, I believe, that the government would not 
study whether HTLV-3/LAV could get through a con- 
dom is that that would require spending money to 
show a safer way to have anal intercourse.) Thus risk ° 
reduction information that is sexually explicit to con- 
trol the sexually transmitted disease epidemic has 
repeatedly been withdrawn because of political 
pressure, indicating a willingness to see gay and 
(continued on next page) 
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bisexual men die and/or infect their partners (male 
and female) rather than use words that might be of- 
fensive to some people. 

The government response was predictable. That 
of the gay community is more disturbing. We are 
clearly facing the most serious threat of our lifetime 
— both ona health and civil rights level. Instead of 

facing this terrible reality there is incredible denial 
on the part of gay men that we are individually at risk. 
The denial is either expressed as “I’ve probably 
already been infected” or worse, ‘I practice low risk 
sexual behavior most of the time but when I’m with 
someone I really care for I don’t want to worry about 
being careful.’’ The corollary to that is, “I find out 
from my partner if he has been promiscuous and, if 
not, I figure he’s safe.”’ This tends to divide our part- 
ners into ‘“‘good gays’’ and ‘‘bad gays”’ with the im- 
plication that only the latter get infected. Damn it; 
it’s not true. Some of the nicest, kindest people have 
gotten infected and even have AIDS. And some have 
had very few lifetime partners. There must be an ac- 
tive campaign to convince sexually active gay and 
bisexual men not in a mutually monogamous rela- 
tionship since 1977 of the need to practice low risk 
sexual behavior all of the time. This will be true un- 
til we have a better test to indicate two people are 
truly free of infection (since a negative test at present 
does not guarantee freedom from infection). 

I believe there is also a denial because of the 
estimated 1.5 million Americans infected, ‘‘only”’ 
16,000 have developed AIDS (roughly 1% so far). It 
seems hard to understand or accept that the immune 
system of many (how many?) of the others is already 


affected and an estimated 65,000-135,000 of those’ 


will develop AIDS. I believe the risk of developing 
‘AIDS is reduced by avoiding further infection with 
HTLV-3 or other sexually transmitted diseases that 
can affect the immune system (CMV, EBV, parasites, 
etc:): 

Even if one chooses not to worry about the health 
risk, what about our civil rights? It is hard to read the 
paper any day without someone advocating using 
(misusing) the HTLV-3 antibody test to prevent peo- 
ple from having certain jobs; individual insurance, 
possibly travel to certain countries, etc. It can’t be 


said too strongly — the danger of the HTLV-3 an- - 


tibody test will come from where it is required, not 
where it is voluntary and anonymous. 

Do gay and bisexual men need the test? No — not 
if they are practicing low-risk sexual behavior ex- 
clusively. What if they are not? Then for some in- 
dividuals who practice high-risk sexual behavior the 


test may be useful. If it is negative, the major risk is 
that an individual will believe that he is not likely to 
get infected and will continue high-risk sexual 
behavior. Other than that a negative test has virtual- 
ly no risk, and would be useful if an individual 
believes that a negative test would encourage low- 
risk sexual behavior. 

What are the risks of a positive test? First, in the 
future an insurance company will ask if you’ve ever 
had a positive test (by that time I believe many will 
be requiring it so it won’t matter). Secondly, and far 
more importantly, the psychological trauma "is 
substantial, with many individuals needing long-term 
counseling. However, I believe that since these are 
individuals who are practicing high-risk sexual 
behavior, if a positive test results in their protecting 
themselves and their partners (as I have seen with my 
patients), then I believe the gain outweighs the risk. 

The threats to our civil rights will not, of course, 
be limited to the test. There will be attempts to close 
gay businesses where gay men meet and to 
(re)criminalize homosexuality. 

Thus there is an incredible need for networking 
both within and outside the gay and lesbian com- 
munity. The analogy to Nazi Germany is terrifying- 
ly real. We all seem convinced “It can’t happen 
here.” Well, it can. We must do everything we can 
to prevent it. That means: 


(1) Each and every gay and bisexual man must take 
personal responsibility to practice low-risk sex- 
ual behavior all the time. 

(2) Each community must (begin?) continue form- 

ing coalitions of medical, legal and _ political 

organizations to reach out to the non-gay com- 
munity to develop alliances, etc. 

Gay and lesbian organizations must develop 

outreach programs to our at-risk individuals to 

strongly encourage and support low-risk sexual 
behavior.

hen he met Norm ten years ago, Bill was stage manager for off-beat, 

off-Broadway productions with names like “Alligator Doll Boys” and 

: “Was I A Wuzz Eye.” Norm, a painter, worked as a prep cook in a 

woody Village restaurant, making just enough each week to purchase art supplies. Neither 

hac ever been in a prolonged relationship, and the romantic chemistry energized their lives. 

Norm took a job at a travel agency, then signed on as a flight atteridant with a major 

airline. Bill worked up to stage managing Broadway shows, but grew disqusted with their 

commercialism and artlessness. With a $9,000 bank loan, he formed his own theatrical 

management company. They wangled a low-rent, eight-room duplex a block from 

Christopher Street on the West Street waterfront, all due to an error at New York’s fow- 
income housing bureau (“Mutually eacclusive words these days,”’ Bill faughs). 

Today, they still pay the kind of rent Manhattanites dream about. Bill’s company handles 
some of the biggest names in avant-garde music, dance, and performance art. Norm’s airline 
benefits include frequent free trips to Europe and the East. Often one or both will fly cross- 
country on a lark, just to surprise friends. To an outsider, they seem like a charmed couple. 

With the increased work responsibilities, though, Norm found he had less time to paint. 
“T finally gave it up altogether,” he confesses. “I’d start a canvas, come back to it after 
a five-day layover in Japan... it was like someone else started it, and I didn’t know what 
that someone had been trying to do, so I'd gesso the whole thing and start again. Those 
canvases fad more layers of paint than our apartment.” 

“All the stuff is still right there in the closet,” Bill says, pointing. 

Norm looks at the sliding doors. “Yep,” he says. 

The phone rings, and Bill takes the call upstairs. Norm suggests going out for a drink, 
and in Bill’s absence, we talk more openty. In the time it takes me to drink a beer, he Rnocks 
back two cognacs and orders a third. ) 

It’s ard for a visitor not to notice the steady stream of random tricks passing through 
the separate bedrooms. Do they still have sex? ‘No, not really. We realized we weren’t 
the be-all and end-all for each other sexually earty on,”’ he says. “Bill likes boys. I mean 
20, 22... as long as they look fike farmhands.”” His own tastes, he says, tend toward 
“Blue collar types.” Straight-looking guys. As Bill says, “janitor types.” He flips his wrist

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to change the subject. ‘““Can you believe we hit 
the fifty thousand mark?” he says, suddenly 
animated. “I’m 34 and we're fifty thousand 
dollars in debt! And they keep sending us new 
credit cards!’’ He stabs his cigarette out in his 
fifth Courvoisier. ‘““Let’s go home,” he says, 
wobbling to his feet. 

As Norm falls into bed, Bill is still hotly 
discussing his company’s acts. The focus isn’t 
on the aesthetic: ““You know what P--- makes 
for one concert? You know what I see of that?” 
Presently, he slams down the receiver. ‘I have 
my own fucking company, and this guy’s try- 
ing to sign me on!” he rants as we head 
downstairs. “I’m gonna give this asshole my 
acts? Do you know we spent almost fifty thou- 
sand dollars this year?”’ Yes, I tell him, I know. 
Does he know Norm has a drinking problem? 
“God, you actors. ‘Drinking Problem’... I 
know he drinks. He likes it.”” Throwing his 
arms around me, he affects a Dietrich accent. 
“He drinks to forget...” 

From upstairs, a hoarse voice croons, ‘‘I 
drink to re-mem-beeeerr!”’ 

Bill trudges upstairs to talk Norm back to 
sleep. I slip away and take a walk on the new- 
ly remodeled waterfront. When Bill and Norm 
first moved here, the ‘“‘waterfront’’ was a few 
dark, rotten piers used as chancy nighttime 
cruise areas. When city money poured into the 
area, the historic piers were razed along with 
the obsolete overhead West Side Highway; 
now the view of the Jersey shore is framed by 
pinkish, seamless concrete and polished steel 
rails. It’s a sterile environment — a durable 
void. The more you study it, the less there is 
to it. But in passing, from a distance, it looks

Ernesto & Martin 


In terms of appearance, Ernie and Martin go 
together like gold leaf and high tech. 5’6” Er- 
nie’s wiry dancer’s build is complemented by 
his dark, Hispanic good looks. He dresses ur- 
ban hip without being self-conscious; the ef- 
fect is decidedly dramatic. Martin downplays 
his tall, broad handsomeness. He looks the 
consummate writer — stylish, but frayed at the 
edges. You get a sense of his wit through 
carefully dropped wry observations, and 
though he doesn’t have Ernie’s easy laugh, 
they laugh when they’re together, more than 
most couples together as long. 

Ernie met Martin five years ago. They dated 
for several months before moving into two ad- 
jacent apartments off upper Market Street. 
‘Martin needed the privacy to work on his 
writing, and I just needed my own place,” Er- 
nie explains. The set-up also permitted them 
to occasionally share their beds without any 
awkward emotional logistics. Still, Martin was 
over on Ernie’s side of the hallway more nights 
than not. He attended Ernie’s modern dance 
performances and helped him cultivate a varie- 
ty of massive houseplants in Ernie’s sun-bathed 
studio. His writing was taking a political direc- 
tion which increasingly required prolonged 
trips to Washington and New York City. Ear- 
ly last year it became evident that the book 
he’d been working on was going to require 
moving to the east coast. At the time, Ernie told 
me that “‘[Martin]’s done San Francisco, you 


know? I mean, you get enough of the bars and 
the ghetto lifestyle...” 
“So he’s moving to New York?” | asked. 
“It’s where he comes from. And the gay 


community there is different — that’s not what- 


he’s going there for, anyway. He needs to be 
by himself. He needs to work. And me?” he 
asks, answering as Joan Crawford, “‘T’ll just Rill 
myself\”’ 

Ernie visited Martin in New York two 
months later. For two weeks they ate roman- 
tic dinners out, saw shows and dance concerts, 
and spent every evening together, a marked 
difference from the last months of their SF 
friendship. The sex, Ernie reported, was bet- 
ter than ever. They’d come to appreciate each 
other more with absence, and their relation- 
ship enjoyed a refound spontaneity. 

Now Ernie visits Martin almost every other 
month. Martin alternates, taking vacations in 
California to be with Ernie and see old friends. 
Would Ernie join him in New York.if his dance 
company wasn’t in SF? “I don’t know — yes, 
of course I would, if I could get the same 
calibre of work.” What if Martin meets some- 
one else in the meantime? ‘““What if / meet 
someone else?” Ernie laughs. “If you try to 
keep everything the way it is, you strangle it. 
Even if he did fall in love with someone else, 
it doesn’t mean we'd stop loving each other.” 

Ultimately, Ernie views their long-distance 
relationship with amusement and a sense of 
wonder. Both he and Martin await its next 
metamorphosis, knowing it’s out of their 
hands. At press time, Ernie is in New York for 
two weeks. It’s his turn. 


Don & Randy 
Don is a haggard 31, having spent more time 


“in California’s correctional facilities than in its 


schools. Randy is older, taller, and less com- 
municative. He speaks only to warn actors on 
his favorite TV shows of impending menace. 
They met in San Francisco seven years ago; 
since then they’ve lived together, been evicted 
together, and gone to jail together. They share 
everything, including a bit of a com- 
bined 22 years. They deafSpeed from a tiny, 
dark room in a Market Street residence hotel. 
The room’s temperature is jungle-humid, the 
result of a broken heater and a window that 
faces a breezeless airshaft, but neither of them 
seems to notice the suffocating atmosphere. 
Porn drawings torn from s/m magazines dot 
the walls. Yellowing newspaper fills a small 
sink in the corner. Heaps of broken or useless 
possessions are piled to the ceiling, most ac- 
quired in exchange for “product.” Drugs aren’t 
spoken about by any other name. 

“Randy got me in that habit,’’ says Don. 
“You can’t get busted for talking about prod- 
uct if you don’t say the word.” 

Don and Randy have created a less-than- 
accurate version of drug law, a version that 
they can outsmart; the reliability of their con- 
victions goes unchallenged since they seldom 
have to leave their room. SSI checks arrive by 
mail; the bank is next door. Laundry is in the 
hotel. A 24-hour convenience store recently 
opened a few doors away. And, of course, 
their dealer delivers. 

I last saw Don and Randy before Thanksgiv- 
ing last year. They had been invited to Don’s 
sister’s house for Christmas dinner and were 


looking forward to it, since Don’s family has 
never been comfortable with his sexuality. 
Now, I ask how the visit went. 

“T can’t believe we blew that,’’ Don says 
with a glance at Randy, who is glued to Miami 
Vice. ‘“‘I don’t know, we were late, then we 
couldn’t get a car, and it got so late that we 
called. They were mad so I said hey, who 
needs the hassle?’’ He pauses, then: ““They’ve 
never really accepted ‘it.’ At least I could have 
shown them that I have a steady relationship. 
Seven years, hell, that’s longer than my sister 
and her asshole husband have been together.’’. 

“Oh, right,’ Randy yells at the TV, 
objecting when the TV narcs make a bust. “‘All 
they hadda do was hide it in their belts. They 
can’t do a strip search without a warrant.”’ 

Don looks up to Randy as a big brother. He 
lets Randy make (or fail to make) decisions as 
basic as what to wear or whether to eat or.... 
“Last Friday at the Slot he walks up to this guy 


»who nobody else’ll even talk to, y’know, 


‘cause he’s so hot, and gets him to come to our 
room. Hands like a butcher, I swear.’ What

about safe sex? ““We don’t trick separately,” he 
answers proudly. I tell him that that doesn’t 
protect them from exposure to AIDS. ‘“‘Oh, 
you don’t get AIDS from sex, come on. Our 
friend Rick died from it and he didn’t have any 
in like a year and a half.”’ Don’s own HTLV-3 
theory involves MDA, amoebas, and vitamin 
C. “That’s why we drink this,’ Don says, 
holding up a two liter bottle of Sunkist orange 
soda. It’s unclear which of the three it’s meant 
to contain. 

He gives Randy a hug which Randy wriggles 
out of. ““Wait’ll you see what I got him for 
Valentine’s Day,’’ Don whispers gleefully. He 
shows me a Hickory Farms gift basket of 
cheeses and smoked meats. The holly- 
bordered label reads ““TV Snack Pack.”’ “‘Is this 
perfect? I got it before Christmas,” he says, 
stashing it back under a pile of clothes. “‘He’s 
gonna love it. It’s all the stuff he needs.”’ 

“Oh, right,’’ Randy says, but not to either 
of us. 


Daniel & Gary 


Though both Dan and Gary are quite young, 
they have five failed relationships between 
them. When they met at the Eagle, Dan had 


just seen Places in the Heart by himself, and 
Gary was out drinking because his lover Alan 
was at the bowling alley for gay league night. 
They talked, drank multiple Tanqueray mar- 
tinis and had a late dinner at Hamburger 
Mary’s, before taking a taxi to Dan’s apartment 
where Gary fell asleep on the sofa (‘‘I thought 
of that scene in Animal House...,’ Daniel 
recalls). 

Gary’s fight with Alan the next morning put 
the final strain on an already ailing relationship. 
Gary feigns a jealous rage in imitation:‘‘ “Where 
were you? Didn’t they have a phone? Is it so 
difficult to let me know where you are?” — you 
know, the exact same questions your mother 
used to ask, word for word. I couldn’t believe 
it! He’s out of the house four, five nights a’ 
week, bowling night, chorus night, AIDS 
awareness night, but let me spend a few hours 
out of his sight and it’s like I was kidnapped.” 

Though he and Danny have spent almost 
every night together since Gary’s break-up, he 
intends to find a place of his own. “It’s hard 
to keep up the mystery,” Dan says, ““when you 
have to watch him scratch his ass in front of 
the bathroom mirror every morning.”’ 

“Pretty,” Gary comments, sliding under 
Dan’s arm. 

“Like me,”’ Dan says, kissing him. 

As we walk to what Dan calls a “designer 
dessert joint,” they’re embarrassingly intimate 
with each other. Their sex life is so spon- 
taneous that they have been 86ed from a 
Castro Street restaurant for sharing a stall, and 
though both are adherents of safe sex, they ad- 
mit to ‘‘crossing the line” with each other. 
“What are you gonna do, wear a condom 
everytime you fuck for four years?” Dan asks. 

Gary looks guiltily at his lover. ‘““Hank and 
Artie do,” he reminds him. 

“Hank and Artie sterilize the silverware after 
every meal,’’ Dan counters. As we enter the 
restaurant, I notice once again how much at- 
tention they attract. They seem oblivious to the 
stares, engrossed in each other. As Dan comes 
back from the jukebox after selecting ‘Slave 
to Love,”’ Gary is pointing at a poster near the 
door. ‘‘Are we gonna go to the Design Center 
party?” he asks. 

Dan winces. ‘I don’t know anyone else 
who’s going, Gary. You want to dance with 
a bunch of strangers?”’ 

Gary pinches his nipple. ‘I want to dance 
with you,” he coos into Dan’s ear. 

Dan ticklishly flinches. “Cut it!” he says. 

“You cut it!” 

“You cut it!” Dan picks up a wad of frosting 
and wipes it on Gary’s nose. 

“You dick!’ Gary shouts, retaliating in kind. 
The food fight escalates until they laugh 
themselves helpless. Fellow customers are ap- 
plauding as Gary wipes chocolate off his sweat- 
shirt. “This is disgusting. I hate you,” he 
whines. 

“You do not, you love me,”’ Dan says, lick- 
ing frosting off Gary’s nose. “Mmm, they 
should serve all their cake this way.” 

“If they don’t, I will,”’ Gary says as they ex- 
change sugary kisses. 

At the end of the table, a place card displays 
a pink, heart-shaped cake floating over the 
words ‘“‘Valentine’s Day ‘Sweet Hearts’ Are 
Here!” One can’t help wondering how they 
know.

Aphrodite, the goddess of love 

and death. And, ahh, how we 
keep our mouths shut and our pain contained 
when it’s time to say goodbye. How we resent 
the Goddess then; this time the Unwelcome 
Goddess has taken away what she has so hap- 
pily given before. Our songs talk about it, in 
vague terms, ‘Breaking Up is Hard to Do,” and 
the wretched victims fill the waiting rooms of 
feminist psychologists, who nurse us through 
the healing period. But is there really a mode, 
a decent way to break up? Can it be done with 
less cruelty? Can we inflict fewer wounds on 
each other if we take care of each other’s 
feelings? 

There ought to be some guidelines, some 
ethics concerning ending relationships human- 
ly, because what we do at the end is what will 
remain in the memory as the legacy of those 
years we gave each other. And let’s face it, all 
ends bad if the end is bad. Is there any wonder 
that many lesbians turn to men after they have 
been battered in the intricate fields of 
lesbianism? 

I suggest that couples should give each other 
at least six months’ notice, just like good room- 
mates do. It is enough time to find new hous- 
ing and not end up on the streets or often im- 
posing on friends for shelter because “‘you can- 
not stay there anymore.”’ Lesbians do some in- 
credible damage to each other; they them- 
selves would condemn if it were done to some 
developing nation. 

Lust seems to be the driving force behind 
divorces. One of the partners simply wants to 
change sexual partners. This is the first “death 
knell.” “I want to be non-monogamous, dear.”’ 
This means there is somebody in the wings 
already, and “dearest” wants to go to bed with 
her without feeling like a cheat. But there are 
other cruel versions. 

“Building a case”’ is a form of divorce which 
takes a long time. Sometimes longer than the 
relationship itself. It is designed to convince the 
other partner to leave so that the partner who 
wants to go to bed with a new lover doesn’t 
have to say anything, she just makes it unbear- 
able to stay for her soon-to-be ex. At the end, 
this situation can be crazy-making. The jilted 
partner is not only deserted, but blames her- 
self, since she has been yelled at for years and 
made to feel like a “‘bad person.”’ 

It should be against lesbian ethics to kick out 
a lover on her birthday, on their anniversary, 
or on Christmas day. This smacks of moral 
bankruptcy to choose a particularly vulnerable 
time to get rid of a love partner. This kind of 
cruelty is unnecessary and points to a coward. 
There ought to be workshops entitled “Are 
you pre-courageous? Come and learn to be 
brave and see how it improves your relation- 
ship to life!”’ 

There ought to be a Lovers Forum, with 
rotating members, to whom a couple can turn 
when they don’t understand each other. The 
therapists usually endorse the partner who 
paid her money and condemn the other as the 
‘‘addict.”’ The one “‘in group” is only a ‘“‘co.”’ 
Sound familiar? An impartial group of three or 
four lesbians would give a hearing to the cou- 
ple and try to put their situation in perspective. 
Break-ups would still happen, but must we 
hate each other after because it ended so 
badly? 


Lesbian Divorce: 
A Shady Side 
of Valentine

It seems there are two kinds of lesbians 
in this famous Bay Area: those who 
want a “deep, long, lasting, sexual, 

intimate relationship’ and those who 
want to break up yours. 


ertrude, 56, and Mary, 51 (not their 

real names), both from San Francisco 

are seeking a way to break up and to 

preserve their commitment to each other, but 

still move on. They want a Goddess kind of 
divorce. 

The Parting Ritual is a blessing on their 

changing relationship. It has a clause that from 

now on they are separate, but once a year, 


whenever that may be, they write to each 
other. Or even call. Or visit a little, become 
family in another way. These two women are 
unique; they care enough about each other to 
go through a ritual for this new commitment. 
They spent five years together, owned two 
homes, raised three dogs, geraniums and two 
cats. Mary, however, feels the need to end the 
relationship. She fell in love with somebody 


new. Gertrude is taking this very hard. She is 
sickly and depressed. She is also angry. 

Gertrude didn’t want to come to the Parting 
Ritual because she thinks all this stuff is Mary’s 
idea to make Mary feel less guilty. But it is for 
Gertrude as well. And she knows it. 

I asked them to invite their friends — they 
collected so many through the years — and 
also that the new lover stays away for this one. 
Mary must come by herself. 

The goddess of parting is Hecate, the queen 
of the crossroads. Her rituals are at the wan- 
ing moon, like now, a good half moon left out 
from the shadow of the earth. The altar is a 
white cloth on a table, with flowers and two 
mirrors, which the two women will give each 
other as parting presents. I walk around the 
room with sage, purifying the space. The ladies 
inhale the smoke deeply and calm is already 
spreading. 

I ask the friends to gather in a ‘“‘“Womb,”’ and 
give the two women a ‘“‘Womb-hug.”’ This is 
very powerful. It takes away any feeling of be- 
ing left out. Gertrude stops crying as soon as 
she is touched by the others, and Mary is relax- 
ed as well. We hum. A low, gathering of bees 
kind of hum, then stronger into a storming. 
Solid and assuring. When all have finished this 
womb-hug, the two women are released and 
the friends return to their tables, take their 
chairs. 

Barefoot, the two women come into the 
circle, standing side by side. My heart is wren- 
ched, because I don’t have any dogmas about 
their pain. The Goddess. of love never stays 
with anybody, really, just the very lucky ones. 
Aphrodite, or Marina, is love and sex and 
death. She is a factor in the flow of life.and she 
never stays put. How am | to tell them this 
piece of news, that our goddess of love is a slut 
or a divorcee? But how about the other god- 
dess? Athena? Remember how faithful she was 
to her lover Pallas that she placed Pallas’ name 
ahead of her own! Yes, but Pallas died...even 
the goddess lost a lover. Who else is left? 

I begin. ‘This ritual is an honoring of your 
years together. We are gathered here tonight, 
not because you two are breaking up, but 
because the two of you will transform. Look 
about you, all the dear faces of your friends... 
they are your family. This circle of friends, 
your witnesses in life, you will not lose. They 
will not divide up and take sides and leave you 
in the lurch. Today is the crowning of your 
relationship as goddesses. It is easy to be in 
love and stay together, but it is a challenge and 
revolutionary when the two of you loved and 
stopped being lovers, and remain good friends. 
For this alone you should be proud. You are 
different. You honor yourselves and deserve 
to be blessed. 

‘“Mary, Say after me, I Mary, thank you for 
the years together, the good and the bad.” 
Mary repeats it, with her voice only once 
sliding out of control, like a night train on a 
prairie. 

‘‘...] bless you and release you, Gertrude.”’ 

“Say this thrice and offer her your present.”’ 
Mary takes the mirror from the altar and re- 
peats the words three times to Gertrude, then 
adds, ‘‘Gert, let this mirror be my face when 
you want to think of me. I reflect back your 
kindness and beauty, as I shall remain your 
friend. I will call often and write.” 

Gertrude shakes her head. ‘‘No Mary, just

once, once a year.”” Mary nods OK. 

Now it’s Gertrude’s turn and she also goes 
through it, but more like atrooper in the Viet- 
nam jungles, deathly white. “Mary...let this 
mirror be my face...to show you your own 
kindness and your own beauty....’’ She breaks 
down. The two women hold each other and 
cry together. The friends also cry a little. This 
is not an easy ritual; tears are good, important. 

Now we light candles, and soon the room 
is bathed in soft light. Somebody serves a lit- 
tle warm food and we drink a little wine and 
it’s a party. Gertrude enjoys this one more 
time, just she and Mary together with friends. 
They willnot see each other. for along time 
before they are healed. Before this group is all 
gone, Gertrude has already accepted several in* 
vitations: to go hiking, or just to hang out. Mary 
went home soon after the cake was brought 
out, and she took a private moment in the hall 
with Gertrude. Then we heard the door close 
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behind her. Gertrude didn’t come back for 
awhile. 


et’s face it; this was a special case. Very 

few of us really get married at all with 

a ritual, so when it is goodbye, it is even 
more casual than the beginning. Just “moving 
out.” The picture of divorce is losing housing. 
One of the parties always has to pack her things 
into grocery boxes and eat her heart out. The 
other side is, of course, fights over property. 
Who gets custody of the beloved family dog? 
Kids always go with the biological mother. 

Lovers don’t take care of feelings of each 
other when saying goodbye. Many don’t really 
know how. Or they just think that the way to 
end things is to just cut them off. But all is bad 
when the end is bad. The end is what we in- 
herit: our legacy, our earnings from an emo- 
tional investment. When we just cut out, allow 
each other to suffer too much, disrespect the 
process, calling it hanging on, then we have 
earned nothing. 

The lover who shared your soul for years is 
now dead. Nowhere. In somebody else’s arms. 
And we take hate as our heritage. We take sim- 
mering, sizzling hate, we take ulcers, heart at- 
tacks, loss of appetite, loss of love. It would be 
worth learning the Art to Part. It would be 
good to honor partings as much as we rejoice 
about ‘“‘hooking up.”’ I believe it would build 
a stronger community. 

There was a piece of shocking news on tele- 
vision the other night. It was a survey of the 
sexual frequency of heterosexual and gay cou- 
ples. Homosexual males have the most sex in 
this country. And lesbians have the least sex! 
The heterosexuals are in between. Now can 
you believe this? I hope this isn’t true for our 
side of the world. The goddess of love and sex 
must be activated a lot more than-her death 
side. This we can do. If Aphrodite isn’t served 
with sexual rites, she has too much time on her 
hands to get bitchy about it, and start break- 
ing up those who exist.

Since Gertrude and I are still friends, I final- 
ly thought of a good way to look at her void.

Community Meeting 
Called to Protest 
Death of Timothy Lee 


Timothy Lee, a 23 year old Black gay man, 
was found dead, hung from a tree near the 
Concord BART station on Saturday, Novem- 
ber 2, 1985. His body was found just two miles 
from the placed where Tony Lamar Hall and 
Jeffrey Charles Miller, two young Black men, 
were stabbed on the same night, by two white 
men in KKK robes. 

The Concord police closed the investiga- 
tion, claiming that Timothy Lee committed 
suicide. But the “suicide note’’ misspelled 
Timothy’s name and the names of family mem- 
bers. Even though the strap used in the hang- 
ing didn’t belong to Lee, the coroner’s office 
destroyed the evidence. 

Lee’s family have gone to the press, and the 
Coalition Against Racist, Sexist, Anti-Gay at- 
tacks (CARSAGA) has been formed in protest 
of the police handling of the investigation. The 
Coalition has held two demonstrations and is 
demanding a full, independent investigation 
controlled by workers, Blacks, other people of 
color, and lesbians and gays. 

On January 7 the FBI announced that they 
had opened an investigation into Lee’s death. 


Tony Hall and Jeffrey Miller have also filed suit 
for violation of their civil rights. Their alleged 


attackers have been arrested and are awaiting 
trial. 

Concord is located in Contra Costa Coun- 
ty, where nume¢rous racist terror attacks have 
occurred. In 1980 a local Klan chapter staged 
an armed raid on a Black housing project in 
Rodeo. Between 1981 and 1984, youth gangs 
burned and stoned the homes of Black families 
living in the mostly white suburb of Tara Hills. 
In 1983 the Richmond “Cowboys”’ were ex- 
posed as an organized racist group within the 
Richmond police department. Since 1984 the 
White American Resistance has become active 
in the Bay Area, using leaflets, a recorded 
telephone message, and a weekly public access 
cable TV show to spread their hate message 
and recruit people to attack Blacks, Jews, gays 
and other minorities. WAR has claimed respon- 
sibility for at least one bomb threat against the 
Ethnic Studies Department at San Francisco 
State University. 

The Coalition is calling the meeting to have 
a full community discussion and to plan fur- 
ther actions. They believe that community 
response, pressure and actions can help stop 
the pattern of attacks in the Bay Area. The 
meeting will be held February 12, 7:30 p.m. 
at New College of Law, 50 Fell Street at Van 
Ness in San Francisco, second floor, Con- 
ference Room B.

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WHAT'S 
GOING DOWN

hat’s Going Down literally went 

down under last month — to 

New Zealand. Lesbians and gay 
men there have spent the better — or worse, 
as it turned out to be — part of 1985 fighting 
for a reform in the country’s laws on homosex- 
uality. The three million people in this tiny 
country (the size of California) were caught in 
the crossfire of a battle that was as long as it was 
dirty, and which was stoked with a little 
American fuel. 

The reforms were part of a package to 
decriminalize male homosexual activity which 
has formerly carried a five to fourteen year 
sentence. (Although heavy penalties were 
seldom enforced, minor sanctions were com- 
mon.) The reforms also set a consenting age at 
16, the same as it is for heterosexuals, and car- 
ried a Human Rights clause to prohibit 
discrimination in employment, housing and 
other services on the basis of homosexuality. 
The bill was introduced in the New Zealand 
parliament early last year, and the hysteria that 
was whipped up by the opposition was 
frightening. 

“The bill, if passed, will make homosexuali- 
ty an acceptable public activity,’’ warned the 
Rev. Flinn of the North Shore Reformed 
Church. The Salvation Army circulated a pam- 
phlet which stated that “older male homosex- 
uals feel a particular desire to seduce young 
boys.” The prime movers against the bill 
started a petition which asked. if New 
Zealanders wanted their ‘“‘children to be taught 
that there is no need for birth control if a per- 
son has a sexual relationship with a person of 
the same sex.’’ Absurd as it seemed, the 
homophobia ran deep and fast with the cur- 


rent AIDS scare lurking behind every 
Opponent. 

“The Bill,” as it quickly hécame known, 
brought lesbians and gay men into coalitions 
to battle the unleashed anti-gay propaganda as 
well as to put forth positive and myth- 
dispelling information about homosexuality. 
Countrywide marches were held, with 
counter-marches and protests at each. A group 
named HUG, Heterosexuals Unafraid of Gays, 
was formed, and included many parents and 
families of gays. 

The anti-bill contingent imported the Rev. 
Louis Sheldon from California. Sheldon is the 
leader of Christians for Reagan and the Califor- 
nia Coalition for Traditional Values. Promoted 
as an Overseas “‘expert,’’ Sheldon toured the 
country spouting vicious anti-gay ammunition 
including the ‘‘fact’’ that in California there is 
a “hidden homosexual agenda wielded by gay 
activists to subvert traditional family values.”’ 
As an overseas authority, gems like this made 
top news and he gleaned more than his share 
of media attention during his ten-day tour. 

The crunch came in May when opponents 
developed an anti-bill petition for both minors 
and adults. School children were on the streets 
soliciting signatures, and street confrontations 
and anti-gay violence escalated. The Gay Task 
Force issued a warning to gays about being out 
alone. In a particularly extreme case, a 15-year- 
old boy was hospitalized after getting into a 
fight at school for not signing the petition. 

An alleged 1,000,000 signatures were 
gathered and presented to parliament inside 91 
boxes representing the country’s electorates. 
Carried to the parliament by 800 hymn- 
singing, sign-holding, flag-waving zealots, its

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author stated against a background of ‘‘Amaz- 
ing Grace” that ‘‘the people have spoken.” 

A careful look at the petitions revealed that 
only about 30% of the signatures could be 
verified. Many were found to be forged, illegi- 
ble, and obviously fake. A legitimate. poll 
estimated that 62% of the population favored 
the reforms. 

At year’s end, the bill still rested in Parlia- 
ment, where it has passed through a second 
reading, and will probably go through when 


‘Parliament reconvenes later this year. Gays and 


lesbians I talked to were exhausted from the 
personal battles, the larger political battles, and 
the surge of flushed-out homophobia that had 
been under wraps for quite some time. 

So far 14 cases of AIDS have been reported 


in New Zealand, and seven of these have died. 
Doctors are also reportedly treating a number 
of people for AIDS-related conditions of vary- 
ing severity. So far, between 40-50 people have 
been found to have positive antibody tests. An 


- AIDS foundation has been established with 


help from substantial government grants, and 
AIDS support networks and volunteer pro- 
grams have been established in most of the 
larger cities. I found the advertising campaign 
there to be quite progressive, with full-page ads 
in the daily newspapers and.television ads at 
prime time. 

Next month I’ll return to regurgitating bite- 
sized bits of gay and lezzo media trifles and 
trivias. I think I’ve left a good half of me under 
a palm tree down there in the South Pacific...

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ARC/AIDS Vigil 
Approaches 100 Days

s the ARC/AIDS Vigil approaches its 

hundredth day, Vigil co-founder 

Steve Russel, exhausted and in semi- 
retreat, looks with a mixture of dismay and 
disbelief at the protest he helped launch in a 
moment of frustration three months ago. The 
rag-tag band that lay down on the pavement 
of UN Plaza on October 28 and chained 
themselves to the doors of the Old Federal 
Building has grown to over a hundred active 
participants. The cardboard beds are gone, 
replaced by pallets and mattresses. The im- 
promptu signs and placards are gone, replaced 
by an information table distributing ARC/AIDS 
information in three languages. A small camp 
numbering ten tents houses supplies and 
shelters Vigilers when they leave the Federal 
doorway or rest from their security and infor- 
mation duties. Hardly mushroom growth, but 
an evolution undreamed of three months ago. 

Among the Vigil’s four goals is a demand that 
the Center for Disease Control include ARC 
within its definition of AIDS. Such a change 
would make persons with ARC eligible for the 
same assistance as persons with AIDS. ‘“The 
red tape,’”’ says Russel, “involves getting a 
diagnosis. Yet my health is worse than many 
people with AIDS and I can’t get anything. I 
want to know why. I went to Ward 86 at 
General for a year and a half before I even saw 
a doctor. When I bitched about that, I finally 
got to see one. He signed a statement making 
me eligible for a pass on the Muni.” 

Reminded by Coming Up! of his boasts last 
October that he would remain chained a year, 
if necessary, Russel smiles, “I lied.” He con- 
fidently expected to be arrested after a day or 
two at most. The Federal Government chose 
not to interfere with the protest, hoping, 
Vigilers conjecture, that it would die of inani- 
tion. After a few days, however, the San Fran- 
cisco Board of Supervisors endorsed the Vigil, 
becoming the first governing body in 
American history to support an act of civil 
disobedience on its own turf. Gay political 
organizations quickly endorsed the Vigil’s 
goals and tactics. As word of the Vigil spread 
through San Francisco's gay community, sup- 
port from individuals, churches, and labor 
unions began to develop. By year’s end, U.S. 
Congresspeople and Senators gave the Vigil 
their nods of approval, either through letters 
or through personal visits to the site, and a 
committee of the California Legislature invited 
the Vigil’s testimony on the plight of persons 
with ARC. 

The third month of the Vigil saw few such 
visible gains. During her month long stay in the 
Bay Area, representative Barbara Boxer (D-CA) 
found time in her busy schedule to pay a brief, 
unannounced visit to the site. On December 
27, exactly two months after the protest began, 
Mayor Dianne Feinstein endorsed the Vigil’s 
aims and acknowledged its effort in a tepid 
response to an appeal from Vigiler Jack Hanna. 

The high point of the third month came in

* burden. Until the Vigil, he says, he lay in bed 
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January 20 when more than 100,000 marchers 
in the parade celebrating Martin Luther King’s 
birthday passed by the site and stopped fre- 
quently to give the protesters sustained ap- 
plause. Given the harsh and emotionally cor- 
rosive conditions surrounding the Vigil, even 
such occasional infusions of energy from the 
community encourage the Vigilers and con- 
firm their resolve. 

“There are times,” Steve Russel says, ‘““when 
I am afraid internal strains will kill the Vigil. Just 
the petty shit. I would rather see it end 
gracefully than break up. But an event like the 
King Day parade makes me realize just how im- 
portant it is for us to be out there.” 

In recent weeks Russel has been out there 
less and less, maintaining touch with the Vigil 
through other participants as much as by his 
own presence. He is, he admits somewhat 
hesitantly, burnt out. ‘““But I can’t really leave 
it, even when I’m sick, just walk away from it. 
I would die. The Vigil has given me an incen- 


Russel was diagnosed with ARC almost four 
years ago. He has lived in San Francisco since 
July of 1984. An ex-lover helped support him 
for a time. Welfare later took up some of the 


playing backgammon and waiting to die. 
‘Then I found I still had some energy when 
the Vigil gave me something worthwhile to use’ 
the energy on. That’s how the Vigil has helped 
me personally. But I still get exhausted.” 


. Because he -is«diagnosed as a person-with © 


ARC, he is eligible under current gules only for 
General Assistance from San Francisco and for’ 
food stamps. SSI, state disability and Medi-Cal 

are not available to PWARC. At times he has’ 
fit the CDC definition of a person with AIDS, 

but each time the crucial symptoms have’ 
disappeared before doctors were willing to’ 
change his diagnosis. To date he has had can- 
didiasis, lymphadenopathy syndrome, lym- 
phogranuloma venereum, mononucleosis, 

respiratory ailments of uncertain etiology, and! 
neurological problems which remain un- 
diagnosed. He tests positive for Epstein-Barre' 
virus and cytomegalovirus. He is currently 
undergoing tests for Burkitt’s lymphoma and! 
pneumocystis pneumonia. He feels unable to' 
work. ‘‘Each time I get down,” he says, “‘I get: 
down lower, and each time I get back up I- 
don’t get up as high as before.” 


Frustrations that Fuel the Vigil 

The same frustration that led Steve Russel to’ 
bring the problem of ARC to public con-- 
sciousness through an act of civil disobedience’ 
had earlier driven John Lorenzini, a person! 


with AIDS, to chain himself twice to the doors: 


of the Health Department in the Civic Center. ! 


Both times he was cut down, arrested, and 
released with charges against him dismissed. 


Then Rock Hudson’s illness and death ac- 
complished what he had failed to do. Russel’s 
more fruitful gesture occurred in the wake of 
Hudson’s death.

COMPREHENSIVE TAX 


John Lorenzini, a per- 
son with AIDS, finds 
that two diseases are 
at large. ‘Not ARC 
and AIDS,” be says, 
“but homophobia and 
AIDS.” 


. . Discussing ARC last November, Lorenzini 
told Coming Up!, ‘The real crime has been all 
along that people with ARC are people with 
AIDS as well. I’ve always been angry that we 
called it pre-AIDS. PWARC were treated like 
a lost group of people, but there are ten times 
more of them than of PWAIDS. We are look- 
ing at 200,000 people, not the 15,000 the 
goverment talks about. Those are figures peo- 
ple don’t want to talk about, don’t want to 
look at,.or acknowledge or accept. It helps 
them to say that this is just a quiet little 
epidemic.”’ 

An accountant by profession before his 
diagnosis of AIDS led him into activism, Loren- 
zini has an acute sense for the costs of things. 
“You have to realize,’ he says, ‘‘that the 
American public has an investment in their 
morality judgment to justify their response to 
AIDS. If.they have to look at ARC/AIDS as one 
disease, a disease like any other disease, not a 
divine disease, then the numbers will 
skyrocket and costs will skyrocket.” 

His concern with numbers extends from the 
accounting ledgers to the epidemiological 
tables. He finds them all distorted. Speaking of 
the interviewers who took his personal history 
when he was diagnosed with Kaposi’s sarcoma 
in 1983, he asserts, ‘““They would ask an irrele- 
vant question and then come back and hit on 
sexuality. They did this over and over again. 
They were really looking for same-sex sexuali- 
ty. And I really think those numbers are 
overstated. If they can get a confession of any 
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kind of same-sex activity, you are automatically 
put in that category. Any penetration, however 
slight, whether you are homosexually iden- 
tified or not. And if they couldn’t hound that 
out of you, they proceded to hound you about 
drugs. If they couldn’t force you into either of 
those categories, they said you were ‘other.’ 
They made their assumptions and set out to 
prove them. They didn’t go out with an open 
mind and curiosity to make a dispassionate in- 
quiry. Hell, they were calling it a fag disease 
even before they called it AIDS.” 

If Lorenzini thinks the numbers are con- 


structed with a view to costs rather than the 


phenomena of AIDS, he nevertheless finds that 
two diseases are at large. ‘“Not ARC and AIDS,”’ 
he says, “‘but homophobia and AIDS. There 


are no successful treatments for either’ of’ 


them.”’ 

Homophobia and ARC/AIDS led Gary Har- 
mon to the Vigil in December. He is no longer 
sure of the date, but he thinks it was during the 


longest night of the year. He fell ill while on — 


vacation in Hawaii last July. A hotel doctor told 
him he had AIDS. Returning home to Oakland, 
he found his family unwilling to have him 
around. He camé to San Francisco and a 
diagnosis of ARC. Hospitalized in December, 
he encountered a nurse who would not 
change his dressings. When he complained, he 
was assured that the nurse would be 
reprimanded and made to conform to hospital 
rules. The reprimand only had the effect of 
causing the nurse to pretend she could not 
understand English when she was in Gary Har- 
mon’s room. Enraged at the subterfuge, he tore 
out his catheter, further injuring himself, let 
himself out of the hospital, and went to his 
lover’s house, where he met a cool reception. 
He remembered reading about the Vigil. Feel- 
ing he had no place left to turn, he limped to 
UN Plaza. ‘‘For the first time in many months,” 
he says, ‘“‘someone held me without putting on 
sterile gloves. It was straight from the heart. 
They wanted me to go back to the hospital. I 
felt it like another rejection, but they promised 
to stay with me, and they did stay. And in the 
morning, two members of the Vigil were there 
to wake me up. That was when I knew that 
there is love and support out there and I'd bet- 
ter go for it or I’m going to lose my mind and 
hasten my death.’ 

He went for it. He has become a student of 
AIDS. He carries a duffle bag of newspaper 
clippings and journal articles covering all 
aspects of the epidemic. And at the hospital he 
demands continuity in his care and “respect 
as a human being, even though in their eyes 
I am already dead.” He also gets psychiatric 
help. ‘“‘My psychiatrist has told me he has had 
to take a day off from work after some of our 
sesssions because he’s just my age and does not 
know how to deal with what is happening to 
me.” In the last month, if he has become firmer 
in dealing with professional helpers, he has also 
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become more sympathetic to them, knowing 
that they face case after case much like his 
own. 

He is fully committed to the Vigil’s aim of 
gaining the same consideration and help for 
PWARC as for PWAIDS. But ARC, he thinks, 
offers a person more time. In a certain sense, 
he denies that he has AIDS: “Everyone does,” 
he says. “No one in the high risk age group of 
30 to 39 years wants to accept the fact they 
may have only two years left to live. You deny 
it up until the day you die.”’ 

Like Lorenzini, he distrusts some of the 
motives of the medical bureaucracies. **‘Ac- 
cording to the CDC,” he says, ‘‘over 1,000 
people diagnosed with ARC were found on 
autopsy to have AIDS. Some of them died in 
this city. The doctors don’t want to talk about 
it because it would force them to redefine ARC, 
which they’ re using as a catchall for things they 
just don’t understand. An ARC patient dies and 
they find KS in his internal organs and he’s 
been cheated of help he was entitled to 
because he had AIDS all along.” 

Harmon is destitute. He cannot pay for 
drugs for experimental treatment. He uses 
prescribed pain relievers and receives other 
treatment on an emergency basis. Two open 
incisions in his rectal area, an abcess and a 
fistula are left open to drain. The pressure of 
swollen lymph nodes on his nerves restricts his 
mobility. 

“You cope with it,” he says. “You lay down 
and you wait to die. I lay down for four 
months until I got damned tired of it not hap- 
pening (dying), wondering with every little 
pain if this was it, and I got exasperated. I said 
goddammit, if I’m not going to die, I’ll have to 
go back to living. So I got up. It wasn’t an over- 


~~ night thing. It’s taken a lot of psychiatry. I'm. . 


compelled to fight for the rest of my life. I 
don’t want AIDS to reach people I care about. 
I know what they will have to go through, and 
I can’t just sit back and let it happen. They 
know so little. My father was afraid to shake 
my hand for fear he’d get it, and he doesn’t 
even know now that he might kill me by 
sneezing in my face.” 


Growing Pains . 
The Vigil’s growing pains have been severe. 


Gary Harmon limped 
to UN Plaza. ‘For the 
first time in many 
months, someone held 
me without putting on 
sterile gloves.” 


Organizing themselves as a family, they had to 


-learn to handle money as though they are a 


business and handle sibling rivalries as adults. 
Strong-willed individualists, they have devis- 
ed ways of assigning responsibility and ac- 
countability. Trying to succor each other 
under harsh and often perilous conditions, 
they have learned how to give and accept 
discipline for the sake of their common cause. 
Engaging in civil disobedience, they for- 
mulated rules for their own conduct. Living in 
a public space, they developed ways of induc- 
ting new members while excluding 
freeloaders. Spiritual if not philosophical anar- 
chists, they have learned the practice, but not 


the love, of parliamentary rough-housing. 
Loathing politics as something unspeakable 
and politicians as something even worse, they 
propose to touch the heart of a nation, 
mobilize public opinion, lobby the world’s 
largest government, and persuade a bellicose 
and homophobic Administration to give 
research into AIDS as high a priority as it gives 
to bacteriological warfare. 

None of their internal mechanisms works 
perfectly. Some barely work at all. The daily 
business of maintaining the Vigil and reaching 
out to the community around them too often 
goes on in an atmosphere of crisis and turmoil, 
the petty shit and internal strains that Steve 
Russel mentioned. Consider: a middle aged ac- 
tivist, outmaneuvered in parliamentary. debate 
by a semi-literate ex-hustler who has never 
heard of Robert’s Rules of Order, nurses his 
spleen and looks for an opportunity to nail the 
kid for trifling with the donations box. Or this: 
a skinny PWARC, his face bearing the scars of 
teenage acne and the ravages of malnutrition 
after months of living hand-to-mouth on the 
streets because his diagnosis got him fired, is 
labeled a speed freak by a speed freak hoping 
to displace him from his tent. Or: hundreds of 


esteem 


dollars disappear from the treasury and a com- 
plaint must be filed with the police. And then: 
purveyors of miracles promising everything 
from eternal salvation to herbal cures for AIDS 
inveigh against each other and any resort to 
established medicine. Again: proprietary claims 
on the Vigil itself, based only on length of time 
on site, are alleged in order to settle on mat- 
ters as diverse as whether to lobby Congress 
and who can serve as Vigil spokespersons. 
The press is a constant temptation, both as 
a means of inflating the Vigil’s effectiveness and 
for settling disputes with rivals. Media attention 
given to a particular member can arouse 
jealousy and provoke back-biting by some 
who are left anonymous. A rumored victim of 
scabies or crabs can be treated as a leper. 
Recovering alcoholics are quick to condemn 
all drinking as alcoholism and drinkers suspect 
any calls for moderation as a coded demand 
for abstinence. The street people arouse a 
range of emotions from loathing and fear to 


‘compassion and charity. A professional social 


worker is suspected of using the Vigil as a 
springboard to elective office. Reluctance to 
look closely at the claims and credentials of 
volunteers leads an early volunteer into being 
bilked out of six hundred dollars by a conman 
posing as an M.D. psychiatrist. Fear of AIDS 
frauds haunt the site, as does fear of turning 
away any PWARC/AIDS in need. There have 
been instances of ageism, sexism, and racism, 
as well as red-baiting and character assassina- 
tion. Guilt at being poor and ill in America 
sometimes threatens self-esteem. Soporific 
medications and fatigue, night sweats and 
fevers, chronic pain and intermittent seizures, 
wind, rain, and cold snarl communications. 

The site, then, is not an easy place, nor are 
all the problems petty. Steve Russel, out.of | 
fidelity to his acceptance of a formal censure 
for carrying his differences to the press, does 
not like-to talk in detail about internal struggles. 
Gary Harmon, who has been on the site for six 
weeks, dismissed all questions with a curt and 
angry, ‘‘No response; it’s all just family.” Then 
he softened and added, ‘‘The Vigil is the only 
bright spot in the epidemic, the love that shines 
out from the Vigil, the love that shines out and 
finds you.”’

Other AIDS 
experts think poppers may lead to 
the development of Kaposi's sar- 
coma (KS), one of the diseases 
linked to AIDS. 


In September scientists at the 
National Jewish Center for Immu- 
nology and Respiratory Medicine 
reported that inhaling poppers 
caused definite damage to cells 
that are crucial to the immune 
system. 


But I only use poppers once a 
week when! go dancing. 


Infrequent “hits” of poppers are 
better than regular, heavy use. But 
even minimal use may weaken 
your body’s immune system. 


Good sex contributes to good 
health. But using poppers makes it 
difficult to avoid those sex practices 
that place you at risk for exposure 
to AIDS. The first time you have sex 
without poppers may be different. 
You may need to take more time. 


More and more people report that , 


after an adjustment, sex without 
poppers is still exciting and fun. 


Give it a chance; keep it hot 
and healthy. 


TAKE ACTION AND PROTECT YOUR 
HEALTH: 


The best strategy is to stop 
altogether. 

Research has found the use of 
poppers dangerous to the body’s 
ability to fight disease and generally 
bad for your health. Don’t take the 
risk. Stop using poppers altogether. 
Spread the word to your friends. 


Enjoy sober and safe sex. 

Some people use relaxation and 
then deep rapid breathing to get 
high sexually. Others get off on 
intimacy with their partners. Exper- 
iment and find what works best 

for you. 


Learn how to refuse poppers. 
Many people now refuse to use 
poppers; you're not alone when 
you say “No thanks.” If your partner 
insists, take the bottle and then 
hand it back. Or accept it but don't 
sniff them. With regular partners, 
agree to get off on each other 
without poppeIs. 


Help is available. 

Make a personal decision to stop 
using poppers and discuss it with a 
few friends and/or sex partners. 
Get help when you have difficulty 
following your decision to stop.

be . wanted to be a priest from 
the time I was a little boy,” 


Bill Barcus says. ‘‘I think it 
had to do with hero wor- 
ship. My father, who ran a filling station in 
Wichita, would have been played in the 
movies by Jimmy Cagney. He was a hard man 
to have as a father. It was a painful relationship. 
I identified with my priest — who would have 
been played by James Mason.”’ 
~ In high school, Barcus was pre-enrolled for 
seminary. When he took the psychological ex- 
amination required for admission, he was 
honest about what he had known all his life — 
that he was gay. ‘“The bishop of Kansas went 
into a rage that anyone would even be honest 
about it. He forbade the ordination of a 
homosexual. I waited 18 years because I would 
never lie about it. | determined then that Kan- 
sas was not the place I chose to live. If you’ve 
ever been there, you know the only way to 
move is Out.”’ 
Barcus spent a year in Chicago and then 
moved to New York where he went to work 
first for United Airlines, then for TWA. He 
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ON THE JOB

started out sélling tickets, advanced rapidly, 
and became a trouble-shooter on the staff of 
Charlie Tillinghast, TWA’s president. 

For five years, while he worked full time, 
Barcus studied at night at City College of New 
York, majoring in psychology. He entered 


seminary at Harvard, graduating from the © 


Episcopal Theological School with a master’s 
degree in divinity in 1972. 

Barcus’ first parish was in LaGrange, Illinois, 
a return to small-town, midwestern America, 
his roots. “‘There was no need then to deal 
with the issue of being gay. I was upfront with 
my friends. If people were curious and wanted 
to know, I was honest and direct. If people 
weren't curious or were afraid of knowing, 
there was no need to violate where they were 
at that point, psychologically, so I didn’t. 

“There are two issues involved,” says Bar- 
cus. “The issue of privacy is very important. 
There are other times in history when you are 
under attack and it becomes a moral necessi- 
ty to speak up.” 

That time came for Barcus. After a year and 
a half in Illinois, he moved to San Francisco 
where he was Associate Rector first at St. 
Luke’s, then at St. Mary the Virgin, both 
wealthy establishment parishes. In the late 
1970s, Anita Bryant supplemented her work 
marketing Florida orange juice with the ped- 
dling of her own house brand of intolerance, 
making gay rights a national issue for the first 
time. In California, the Briggs initiative galvan- 
ized the lesbian and gay community into a 
statewide battle for the hearts and minds of the 


/ voters. 


Barcus was dismayed and shocked into ac- 
tion when a friend, a gay schoolteacher, com- 
mitted suicide in fear and despair over the 
Briggs threat to his livelihood. Barcus 
remembered a lesson from his father: “‘If you 
run from bullies, they always will catch you. 
If you stand up to them, you’ll at least have a 
chance.”’ 

Another friend, writer Armistead Maupin, 
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said to Barcus, ‘“‘When are you going to stop 
preaching for them and start preaching for us?”’ 
For Barcus, Maupin’s point was morally cor- 
rect and left him little choice. He decided to 
come out publicly, in a sermon from the pulpit 
Of his church. 

“Nearly all of my clergy friends said, “You 
musn’t do it. You have to think of your career.’ 
I said, ‘No, I have to think about my vocation 
and I have to think about what is honest and 
right for the church.’ They said, “You're just 
thinking about gay people.’ I said, ‘No, I’m not. 
Gay people need to be spoken on behalf of 
now, but I morally must speak on my own 


behalf as a man. What I am going to do is not 


only for.gay people, but for all of my straight 
friends who, in the absence of moral guidance, 
are liable to be drawn into this evil vortex that 
Briggs created.’ 

“You always know the right thing to do in 
a moral dilemma,”’ Barcus observes, “‘because 
it will be the hardest thing to do. My knees 
shook when I went into the pulpit that day.”’ 
It was October 22, 1978. 

“I feel it morally imperative,” he said to the 
congregation, ‘that I share a part of my life 
with you, to help you have a broader perspec- 
tive of the issues involved....I believe I am call- 


-ed by God Himself, not only to stand up for 


them, but this time....to stand as one of them. 
I, of course, am speaking about gay people. I 
am gay....1 take upon myself the mantle of out- 
cast. I must stand for their sake, for my soul’s 
sake, and for your sake.... 

“T speak for thousands of people who are 
gay, whom the old myths and fears have kept 
locked in closets of terror. When friends have 
been beaten, fired, driven into despair, or have 
taken their lives, we have spoken. in anger. But 
I tell you now that we stand in love.... We shall 
see each other no longer as stereotypes but as 
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real people, 
boundless hope for ea¢ 

After the service, Bafcus recalls, ‘ ‘a ‘alovely old 
lady came up to me and said ‘I’m somehow so 
ashamed for you.’ I said, ‘Don’t be ashamed 
for me. You should be ashamed for your peo- 
ple. You should be the ones who are ashamed 
that you hounded us and made us hide our 
identities just to stay alive. The word ‘shame’ 
is appropriate, but it’s on your side of the fence 
and I call you to account for it.’ She said, 
‘You're right.’ And I loved her for that. 

“The problem is never really with bright 
people,”’ Barcus says, ‘bright people under- 
stand. The problem is with people who are 
either defensive about their stupidity or stupid 
about their defensiveness..’’ 

Prior to delivering that sermon, Barcus had 


approached a number of gay clergy brothers 


and begged them to come out with him. 
‘They ran for cover,’’ he says, ‘‘and fora very 
long time afterwards they were terrified of me 
and they were very cruel to me. It was, ‘Don’t 
bring that dog and pony show around here.’ 
One said to me, ‘You could have been dean 
at the seminary. How could you throw that 
away?’ I said that I was not ordained to be a 
dean at the seminary. I was ordained to go in- 
to people’s Hells and bring them out.” 

On the wall of Barcus’ office hang two let- 
ters sent to him after his coming out sermon. 
One was from Mayor George Moscone — a 
long, hand-written personal note demonstrat- 
ing the genuine compassion that Moscone had 
for gay people. The other letter, on his official 
city stationery with its gold seal of authority, 
was from Supervisor Harvey Milk, a personal 
friend of Barcus’. Milk had attended St. Mary’s 
that Sunday. He wrote simply: “God bless. 
Warmly and with love, Harvey.” 

Barcus remembers taking Milk to the opera 
to hear his favorite, Der Rosenkavalier. ‘“‘We 
were laughing and he said, ‘I don’t know 
which of us is going to get it first. I’ve got the 
whole world mad at me, but you’ve got the 
church mad at you, and they’re much more 
lethal.’ A few weeks later Milk and Moscone 
were dead at the hands of homophobic 
assassin Dan White. 

As a result of the coming out sermon, ac- 
cording to Barcus, about 15 members dropped 
out of the congregation, but substantial 
numbers of new members joined St. Mary’s, 
people who appreciated the courage and 
honesty of what he had done. The parish 
flourished. 

Several years later, Barcus’ attention was 
drawn to another kind of oppression. He 
discovered that homeless people were using 
St. Mary’s courtyard as a protected place to 
spend the night. It has been estimated that San 
Francisco has up to 15,000 homeless people, 
far more than the capacity of existing shelters.

Woman’s Legal Battle 
for Right to Visit Her 
Disabled Lover Continues 


Further developments in an ongoing legal 
battle continue to thwart contact between a 
disabled lesbian and her lover. 

Karen Thompson has not seen Sharon 
Kowalski since August 20, 1985. Kowalski 
became a quadriplegic following a car accident 
over two years ago, and currently resides in a 
Hibbing, Minnesota, nursing home. Despite 
Kowalski’s expressed desire to see Thompson, 
a court order prohibits Thompson’s visitation 
and Kowalski’s father remains her legal guar- 
dian. As months go by without contact, 
Thompson worries increasingly about 
Kowalski’s chance for the best possible 
recovery. 

Advocates of lesbian and gay rights, civil 
rights and rights for the disabled continue to 
be outraged by the situation and the tragic in- 
justice they believe it represents. Nationwide 
attention has turned to this case both out of 
concern for the women involved, and out of 
interest in legal precedents that may result 
regarding lesbian and gay relationships. But so 
far Minnesota courts have favored Kowalski’s 
father, not her lover. 


One is a lawyer and professor.

All of these women are exceptional in a 
number of ways. They have been committed 
to the gay community for years and have con- 
tributed their time, energy and talents to their 
commitments. There are a variety of visionary

They are pioneer women. In the ’60s and 
’70s when openly gay women were made in- 
visible by the sexism in the gay male communi- 
ty, the women’s community was established 
anc a respected leadership evolved. Natural- 
ly, most of the six women above were at the 
front of the line. And to their credit, they were 
able to transcend the inherent misogyny in the 
men’s community. They realized that old at- 


Most recently, a Minnesota District Court 
judge ruled against Thompson by denying 
charges of negligence she had filed against 
Kowalski’s father. This decision of January 9 
also refused to allow Kowalski to be retested 
for competency, and denied the attempt to 
have attorney Jack Fena dismissed because of 
conflict of interest. Prior to the judgement, 
Thompson felt confident due in part to a Min- 
nesota Patient’s Bill of Rights that specifies a 
violation of Kowalski’s rights in denying 
Thompson’s visitation. Now angered by the 
decision, Thompson claims that the judge of- 
fered no explanation for his ruling. 

Thompson and her attorneys immediately 
filed an appeal along with the Minnesota Civil 
Liberties Union and Kowalski’s court- 
appointed attorney. On January 22, the case 
was again argued, this time in the Minnesota 
Court of Appeals. That court has 90 days to 
hand down a ruling. If the judgement remains 
unfavorable to Thompson, the case will then 
go before the Minnesota Supreme Coutt. 

Supporters of Thompson and Kowalski con- 
tinue working to publicize the case and raise 
funds.

Called Inadequate; 
Experts Say AIDS 
Reveals Major 
Problems in U.S. 
Health Care

he American response to the AIDS 

epidemic has moved into a new 

phase of awareness and concern, 

according to speakers at a confer- 
ence held in New York last month, and 
government officials must assume more 
responsibility in AIDS public policy issues. 
Several health experts targeted the expense of 
AIDS medical care as the most vexing problem; 
they advised that only the federal government 
can bring about the changes required to pro- 
vide adequate health care. 

Gay commentators at the two-day forum 
charged that lesbians and gay men have failed 
to hold the Reagan administration accountable 
for its ambivalent approach to funding AIDS 
research:and patient care services. 

‘In 1986 there is no more pressing an issue 
for the government to face than AIDS public 
policy,’’ claimed Philip Lee, MD, director of the 
Institute for Health Policy Studies at the 

’ University of California/San Francisco. Lee said 
AIDS appeared at a time whén the federal 
government had forced the states to assume 
new responsibilities and increased costs in 
health care. Yet the states are ill prepared to 
meet the medical expenses and to develop the 
necessary AIDS prevention programs. Lee 
allowed that homophobia kept many state 
health departments and legislatures from 
meeting the needs of people with AIDS. 

“Cost containment has become the national 
public health policy,’’ Lee commented. ‘“The 
discussion about AIDS policies occurs within 
the context of economic issues rather than one 
of human services’ needs.”’ Lee asserted that 
the failure of the federal government to assume

by Dr. Lee’s Institute for Health Policy Studies 
and by the United Hospital Fund, an influen- 
tial organization involved in public policy 
questions facing New York City. 

Michael Grieco, MD, JD, an immunologist 
and infectious disease expert at St. Luke’s- 
Roosevelt Hospital Center in New York City, 
told the audience that his hospital had already 
begun to experience severe financial con- 
straints with its treatment of AIDS patients. The 
New York hospital has treated 552 people with 
AIDS since the onset of the epidemic. 

“We have 60 AIDS patients hospitalized 
right now, but we don’t have enough private 
rooms for them even now,’ commented 
Grieco, ‘‘and we expect to have 100 patients 
by 1987.” 

Grieco said that a recent study of AIDS pa- 
tient care at St. Luke’s-Roosevelt revealed that 
only 61 of 552 patients had been seen by a 
social worker, and there was proportionately 
less use of dietary services and discharge plan- 
ning by the AIDS patients. Grieco also noted 
that one quarter of their AIDS patients had

neurological problems, and four out of five ex- 
hibited behavior problems; yet only 14 pa- 
tients had received a psychiatric consultation 
its responsibilities for funding AIDS programs 
simply shifts the burden to states, cities, and 
to people with AIDS themselves. 

“A strong federal role is required,” Lee 
noted, “and the most pressing issue is health 
care financing.” Lee, president of the San Fran- 
cisco Health Commission and a former assis- 
tant secretary for the federal Health, Education 
and Welfare Department (HEW) — since 
reorganized and named Health and Human 
Services — said it is critical that the issue of 
funding AIDS expenses be faced openly at all 
government levels. Under the current 
“hodgepodge of financing mechanisms,” Lee 
suggested that New York and other cities will 
soon be hard pressed to meet AIDS costs. 

“Where will the money come from to meet 
these future expenses?” Lee asked. “‘If it comes 
at all, it will likely come from the hides of other 
poor people.” He added, “No other country 
with people with AIDS has the same problems 
that the United States does because other coun- 
tries have a more rational system of health 
caret: 

More than 250 public health officials, 
hospital administrators, and representatives 
from major foundations attended the ‘AIDS 
and Public Policy”’ forum held in New York 
City January 16-18. The forum was sponsored 
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with a mental health professional. Grieco 
observed that many of these service problems 
resulted from lack of reimbursement. 

“We need New York State to reimburse us 
not only for what we are providing but also for 
what we should be providing,’”’ Grieco 
asserted. He concluded, ‘“The responsibility to 
provide care is not the hospital’s alone; the 
commitment must come from the city and 
state also. The state essentially controls the 
ability of hospitals to function.”’ 

Bruce C. Vladeck, PhD, President of the 
United Hospital Fund, noted that AIDS public 
policy questions tend to “get shoved aside” by 
new advances in medicine and research. 
However, Peter W. A. Mansell, MD, cancer 
specialist at M.D. Anderson Hospital in 
Houston, suggested that the hospital ad- 
ministrators and health officials at the con- 
ference had been slow to respond to the prob- 
lems brought on by AIDS. 

“I’m distressed that it’s taken this amount of 
time for a group like this to get together and 
discuss the issues,’’ Mansell said. ‘“We should 
have been looking at these problems three 
years ago.” 

Although representatives from such major 
corporations as Dupont, the Rand Corpora- 
tion, the March of Dimes, Travelers Insurance, 
and Equitable Life Assurance attended the con- 
ference, a few of them noted in private that 
their participation was somewhat perfunctory. 
Conference organizer Lee has been critical in 
the past of the failure of American foundations 
and corporations to finance needed AIDS 

While the politics of AIDS and acute medical 
services attracted the most attention from the 
participants at the conference, other sessions 
dealt with community care services, public 
school policies, and the impact of AIDS on the 
blood system. 


Challenge to the Gay Community 

“The federal government refuses to 
recognize the gay community as legitimate, 
and yet it expects gay people to take care of 
AIDS themselves,” charged gay political com- 
mentator and author Dennis Altman. Altman 
called the Reagan administration’s response to 
AIDS ‘‘a patchwork of neglect and panic.”’ 

“Almost nobody in government is prepared 
to deal with education,” Altman noted. “They 
are far too scared to be seen as supporting 
homosexuality and drug use.”’ 

Altman, who is Australian, noted that the 
problem extended beyond the federal govern- 
ment to state and local officials as well. ‘“There 
is less information about transmission of AIDS 
in New York than there is in my home city of 
Melbourne which has only 19 cases of AIDS.”’ 

Altman especially criticized Mayor Edward 
Koch who had opened the forum with an ag- 
gressive denial that San Francisco had done 
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more about AIDS than had New York. “Don’t 
let the Mayor’s lies fool you,” warned Altman, 
“AIDS programs in this city have flourished in 
spite of the abject failure of City Hall.” 
Given the government’s tardy and inade- 
quate response, Altman questioned why the 
media and the gay community found it so dif- 
ficult to criticize the government’s track 
record. Altman, whose book about AIDS has 
just been published (AIDS in the Mind of 


-.. America, Doubleday), noted that the media has 
‘undertaken few in-depth reports on the ad- 


ministration’s funding of AIDS programs. 

Timothy Westmoreland, aide to Represen- 
tative Henry Waxman (D-CA) and assistant 
counsel to the subcommittee on Health and 
the Environment, echoed similar complaints 
about the media. 

“We are losing the war against AIDS because 
the Reagan administration is allowing us to lose 
and because the media has allowed the govern- 
ment to get away with it,” Westmoreland 
charged. He noted that the media failed to even 
ask President Reagan anything about AIDS un- 
til 1985. 

Westmoreland added that the efforts to deal 
with AIDS are hampered by ‘“‘the politics of the 
budget. The epidemic will go up as the dollars 
go down,” he explained. 

Both Altman and Westmoreland charged 
that the gay community had allowed the 
Reagan Administration to fail to respond. 
Westmoreland cited ‘‘a failure of synthesis of 
thought” among gay people. 

“White gay males affected by AIDS were 
taken by surprise,’ Westmoreland observed. 
“Somehow they thought that an administra- 
tion that cuts back on nutrition segvices for 
children and that forces elderly’ patiehts out of 
the hospital before they are well would em- 
brace adequate health care for gay men with 
AIDS.” 

Westmoreland further noted that gay peo- 
ple who continue to call for AIDS funding 
while supporting Reagan’s military spending 


‘‘are not paying attention.” Altman stated the | 


case more bluntly: “‘It is time to say that there 
is no longer room in the gay political move- 
ment for right wing gay people.” 

While Altman questioned the lack of 
political leadership in the gay community, he 
noted that AIDS organizations in major 
American cities have assumed the most promi- 
nent leadership role. “And yet these organiza- 
tions have moved more into the mainstream, 
they have become more bureaucratic, and 
their leaders have fewer insights into move- 
ment politics.”’ 

Congressional aide Westmoreland con- 
cluded, ‘‘The medical McCarthyites are 
already gearing up; the politics will only get 
worse.”’ 

David Rothman, PhD, professor of social 
medicine at Columbia University, called for 
coalition building among groups who are 
“disenfranchised” from adequate health care. 
Rothman said that the homeless, the elderly, 
and ex-mental patients as well as people with 
AIDS are not receiving adequate public health 
care. 

“Moving across boundaries is now very im- 
portant,” Rothman advised. 

Although discouraged by the current 
realities of the American public health system, 
Dr. Lee said he found some hope in the ex- 
amples set by people with AIDS and the 
thousands of volunteers across the country 
who work in AIDS programs. Lee suggested 
that “they represent a rebirth of the concept 
of our community responsibilities as citizens.’

A Well-Deserved Salute 


he San Francisco Health Commission 
has advised the city’s Board of Super- 
visors to Outlaw the use of poppers in 
public places. Based on a report from Dr. Dean 
Echenberg and Dr. George Rutherford of the 
health department's Bureau of Communicable 
Disease Control. the Health Commission also 
recommended that existing warnings at the 
point of sale be updated to notify would-be 
purchasers of the probable link between use 
of poppers and the development of Kaposi's 
sarcoma (KS). 
Two other related actions against poppers 
complement the decision of the city Health 


Commission. Late last year the California AIDS ° 


Advisory Committee unanimously agreed to 
support “point of sale” health warnings similar 
to those implemented in San Francisco in 
1983. Implementation of such a program 
statewide requires legislation. In addition, the 
federal Public Health Service has finally 
amended its basic AIDS education booklet to 
warn against use of poppers. In earlier versions 
of the booklet, the federal agency had dis- 
missed the suspected harmful effects of inhal- 
ing amyl, butyl and isobutyl nitrites. 

Much of the credit for these three recent ac- 
tions goes to long-time San Francisco activist 
Hank Wilson. For the last five years Wilson has 
persevered in a determined effort to inform the 
public about the risks associated with poppers. 
His work was first reported in Coming Up! in 
November +981, in an article by Arthur Evans 


which was based on the research Wilson had. 


compiled on poppers. The article in Coming 
Up! outlined reports published by Italian and 
American medical researchers that linked pop- 
pers to gene mutations and identified them as 
carcinogens, and went on to say, “‘All this talk 
about cancer might seem academic if it weren't 
for a startling report that came out of the 
Centers for Disease Control in Atlanta on 
August 28, 1981...[that] announced that an ex- 
tremely rare form of cancer, Kaposi's sarcoma 
(KS), and an extremely rare form of 
pneumonia, Pneumocystis Carinii Pneumonia 
(PCP), were showing up at an epidemic rate 
among gay males.”’ 

On more occasions than he would likely 
choose to remember, Wilson encountered 
resistance from most researchers and health ad- 
ministrators, many AIDS educators, and a good

Hank Wilson Eni aes 
proportion of gay men who were already 
struggling to modify sexual behaviors. He 
found that some researchers were discouraged 
from further poppers studies because of the 
federal government’s disinterest. Other re- 
searchers kept their important data within the 
professional medical realm, never bothering to 
inform the public at risk. 

Wilson developed an _ annotated 
bibliography titled “Poppers and AIDS”’ that 
he and others have distributed nationally. He 
also attended the International Conference on 
AIDS last April in Atlanta, specifically to pre- 
sent poppers information to participating 
researchers. 

Both laboratory studies and epidemiological 
reports continue to implicate use of poppers 
with damaged immune systems and a 
likelihood for development of disease in- 
cluding Kaposi’s sarcoma. While the current 
warnings about poppers are based on 
laboratory research, the legislative proposals, 
the educational brochures, and the growing 
awareness of the danger from using poppers 
can all be traced. to the dedication of Wilson. 
His work has been complemented by other in- 
dividuals and groups concerned about 
substance abuse, notably Tom Smith, M.D., 
and the AIDS and Substance Abuse Task Force, 
and this tribute is not meant to slight their con- 
siderable efforts. Wilson reports that he will

DNCB Update 

Last month’s column called for release of the 
data related to patients’ responses to the drug 
compound DNCB. That request still stands. 
Local dermatologist Dr. Bruce Mills has agreed 
to address one of the upcoming KS study ses- 
sions organized by UCSF AIDS researcher Dr. 
Marcus Conant. I wish to correct the com- 
ments made in last month’s column suggesting 
that Mills had not responded to Conant’s writ- 
ten invitation to appear at the study session. 
The letter of invitation had been sent to an in- 
correct address.and was received just as Com- 
ing Up! was going to press in late December. 
_ Mills now reports that he has compiled his 
DNCB data and has sent it to the American 
Journal of Dermatology. The editors of that 
journal have already reviewed Mills’ submitted 
letter and have agreed to publish it with the 
data. 

Interest grows in the autoimmune response 
to infection with the AIDS virus, and a few 
researchers are willing to consider whether 
DNCB might play a role in diverting the 
destructive action of the body’s turning against 
itself. Several physicians in San Diego are 
monitoring the use of DNCB among their AIDS 
and ARC patients. Last month, several people 
with AIDS in Houston invited Dr. Mills to 
discuss his DNCB work with them. And a per- 
son with AIDS receiving treatment in Paris has 
taken vials of DNCB with instructions for its 
use to AIDS researchers at the Institut Pasteur. 


Brief Note From Hawaii 

The Life Foundation, also known as the 
AIDS Foundation of Hawaii, has dropped its 
strong stand against the use of the AIDS an- 
tibody test. The primary AIDS education agen- 
cy in Hawaii now encourages ‘‘free, 
anonymous, and voluntary testing for the 
HTLV-3 antibodies for those persons who feel 
they will be helped to make behavioral 
changes to reduce the transmission of the 
HTLV-3 virus.” 

Dr. David McEwan, president of the foun- 
dation, told Coming Up! that his group does 
not support mandatory testing of anyone, nor 
does it sanction testing which does not 
guarantee anonymity. McEwan said the foun- 
dation has found that when people learn their 
test results, ‘‘the issues become very real,” 

- making adherence to safer sex guidelines all the 
more relevant.

Juggling Words To Be Precise 

The names we give to events and objects 
often influence how we think about them. In 
the early 1980s, gay activists clearly recognized 
that calling the newly recognized health crisis 
“GRID” or ‘“‘Gay-Related Immune Deficiency” 
would have a dangerous impact both on civil 
rights and on medical research. The acronym 
AIDS was adopted and for a while seemed to 
serve the purpose of coping with the new 
disease; but the term now has several 
drawbacks. 

AIDS is a surveillance definition that allows 
health officials to track a specific set of symp- 
toms and diseases. The term leaves all the other 
reactions, symptoms, and diseases that result 
from infection with the AIDS virus in an am- 
biguous limbo of “non-AIDS” conditions. The 
definition also fails to address new research 
data that suggests a role for autoimmunity in 
AIDS. 

With the arrival of the AIDS antibody test, 
researchers have become more aware of the 
one to two million Americans who have been 
exposed to the AIDS virus. Where do they fit 
into the current AIDS terminology? At present, 
they do not. People with ARC may number 
150,000 in this country, and yet their condi- 
tions are lumped together with ill-defined 
terms like ‘‘pre-AIDS’’ and ‘Persistent 
Generalized Lymphadenopathy”’ (PGL). 

Researchers Often encounter difficulty in 
comparing their studies. For example, general 
comparisons can be made between the lym- 
phadenopathy study of Dr. Don Abrams at SF 
General Hospital and those of East Coast 
researchers. But frequently the researchers use 
slightly different definitions for the lym- 
phadenopathy syndrome — for example, 
whether it has been persistent for four months 
or six months — a situation that prevents direct 
comparisons. 

AIDS service providers and people with, 
ARC report another problem with the confu- 
sion over terminology: namely, the difficulty 
in receiving disability classifications. Often 
people with ARC are as disabled as or even 
more disabled than those with AIDS, yet they 
frequently cannot receive needed financial 
assistance. 

Clinical drug trials present one of the most 
compelling needs for a more precise ter- 
minology. Specific eligibility.requirements and 
strict monitoring of effects govern all official- 
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ly sanctioned drug trials. Researchers cannot 
interpret accurately the efficacy of a particular 
drug without standard definitions governing 
the eligibility of subjects and their precise 
clinical conditions. 

In the midst of this confusion come two re- 
cent attempts to define and classify the results 
of an AIDS virus infection. 


THE BAPHR WORKING DEFINITION 

Last December the Bay Area Physicians for 
Human Rights (BAPHR) announced the com- 
pletion of a proposed definition of ARC. The 
definition assumes that other established 
causes Of immune disorders and diseases have 
already been ruled out. It does not require the 
results of the AIDS antibody test. BAPHR sug- 
gests that different combinations of clinical, im- 
munologic, and other laboratory findings can 
constitute a diagnosis of ARC. 

The BAPHR report lists eight major clinical 
findings such as lymphadenopathy for at least 
six months, oral thrush, herpes zoster, fever for 
three months or more; and eight minor clinical 
findings such as night sweats for three months 
or more, fatigue, and different fungal and 
bacterial skin infections. These are followed by 
three types of immunologic findings: low 
helper T-cell count, a helper/suppressor ratio 
of less than 1.0, and lack of response to cer- 
tain skin tests; in addition to nine other types 
of laboratory findings including presence of 
AIDS antibody, presence of the AIDS virus and 
anemia. 

The guiding rule is that there must be two 
major clinical findings or one major and two 
or more minor clinical findings plus one or 
more immunologic findings plus two or more 
laboratory findings. For example, the presence 
of lymphadenopathy at two sites for six 
months and of fever for three months plus a 
helper/suppressor T-cell ratio of less than 1.0 
plus abnormal decreases in white blood cells 
and a deficiency of lymphocytes in the blood 
is one combination that would define a case 
of ARC. These selections from three separate 
columns might remind one of making menu 
choices at an old-style restaurant, but the 
BAPHR scientific committee believes the pro- 
cess yields an accurate result. 

BAPHR representatives will propose that the 
Centers for Disease Control use the definition 
as a working guideline until that agency 
devleops and publishes its own. Individuals 
who want more information about the BAPHR 
definition, including the actual chart listing all 
the specific findings, can contact the BAPHR 
at Box 14546, San Francisco, CA 94114. 


A DIFFERENT APPROACH 

Discussions among federal researchers last 
year resulted in a different approach to the 
AIDS terminology dilemma. Michael Gottlieb, 
M.D., AIDS researcher at UCLA, worked with 
more than 80 other AIDS investigators 
associated with the Public Health Service to 
develop a descriptive classification of 
HTLV-3/LAV/ARV-related disease in patients 
willing to participate in clinical drug trials. 

Printed as correspondence in The Journal of 
Infectious Diseases (Vol. 152, No. 5, November 
1985), Gottlieb and associates suggested that 
all patients entered into clinical trials should be 
members of AIDS risk groups: gay men, IV 
drug abusers, hemophiliacs, heterosexual part- 
ners of a risk group member, blood transfusion 
recipients, and infants of a risk group member. 
They also advise that all patients should have 
antibodies to the AIDS virus. 

This informal task force proposed seven 
categories resulting from’ infection with the 
AIDS virus. This approach has the advantage 
of encompassing the full spectrum of currently 
identified responses to the viral infection. 

The categories begin with (1) an asymp- 
tomatic condition and then progress.to (2) the 
blood disorder called immune throm- 
bocytopenia purpura (ITP), (3) lym- 
phadenopathy at two sites for four months or 
more, (4) minor opportunistic infections such 
as thrush, (5) general system disorders such as 
fevers, weight loss, and diarrhea not explain- 
ed by other causes, and finally to (6) AIDS with 
KS but without an opportunistic infection and 
then (7) AIDS with an opportunistic infection 
that may or may not be accompanied by KS. 

These categories are important, not only for 
researchers, but also for people at risk and for 
people whose conditions may fit into any of 
the seven groupings. From the very beginning 
of this epidemic, the more informed and 
medically sophisticated individuals have been 
more adept at negotiating the medical research 


and clinical treatment bureaucracies. Informed 
patients frequently help keep their private: 
physicians up-to-date with AIDS developments 
as well.

Street Language Discouraged 

Last summer members of the Los Angeles 
County Board of Supervisors attempted to 
divert attention from their neglect of the AIDS 
epidemic by sparking a minor controversy 
over AIDS education materials distributed in 
the county. The supervisors objected to both 
a substance abuse brochure and a booklet that 
presented safe sex scenarios for gay men. Soon 
thereafter officials in the AIDS Section of the 
state Department of Health Services advised 
their contract agencies that all materials must 
be submitted to their offices before public 
distribution. 

Since then the AIDS Section has delayed 
nearly all facets of the current funding cycle for 
AIDS programs; little action was taken with the 
censorship role mentioned months earlier. In 
mid-December the contract agencies finally 
received guidelines from the AIDS Material 
Review Committee. Committee members 
decided against advance review of all materials; 
instead they presented general guidelines. 


For purposes of AIDS information 


materials, it is preferable to use clinical or 

descriptive terms describing sexual contact 

or behavior such as masturbation, semen, or 
anal intercourse rather than their slang or 

“street language” equivalents.... With regard 

to photos and other visual messages, we 

would prefer that they not be explicitly sug- 

-gestive. For example, pictures of bare- 

chested men may not be inappropriate but 

pictures of the fondling of genitals would be. 

Also, with regard to literature intended to 

advise about the dangers of spreading AIDS 

through sharing of needles, such advice 
should be accompanied by a general warn- 
ing against the use of illicit drugs. 

Jackson Peyton, Director of Education for 
the San Francisco AIDS Foundation, said he 
was pleased that the committee had only listed 
what they “preferred.” However, the con- 
ciliatory language used in the directive con- 
cluded with this bottom line warning: ‘“We 
will reserve the right to review and disapprove 
further use of materials on an exception basis 
if they fall outside these general parameters.” 

In a related development, two officials with 
the Centers for Disease Control recently 
returned unopened two AIDS education 
videos sent to them by the Sexologists Sexual 
Health Project of San Francisco. CDC represen- 
tative Willard Cates explained that the materials 
were considered ‘offensive to the general 
public” and therefore did not merit further in- 
vestigation. CDC has yet to offer any 
semblance of a national, coordinated AIDS 
education plan. 
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Public Forum for Gay Men

A SPECIAL APPEAL 


Some people have the mistaken 
notion that AIDS is mainly a 
“white man’s disease’—that 
People of Color aren't much at 
risk for AIDS. 

The statistics prove other- 
wise. In the United States, 
roughly four out of every ten 
People with AIDS are non- 
white. Twenty-five percent of 
Americans with AIDS are Black. 
Nearly 15 percent are Hispanic. 


The AIDS virus does not 
discriminate on the basis of race, 
or age, or gender, or sexual 
orientation. 

- AIDS can strike anyone who 
engages in the activities that 
can spread AIDS— Unsafe Sex or 
the sharing of IV drug needles. 

In San Francisco, compared 
to the rest of the country, we've 
so far had relatively fewer cases 
of AIDS among Third World 
and People of Color. Let’s keep it 
that way. Here in San Francisco,

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ust as the sun changes sign every 

month, Jupiter, the traditional indica- 

tor of good luck and opportunity, 

changes sign (roughly) once a year. Of 

course, this points to a 12- year “‘good 
luck cycle,’ and you may check your own life 
history to see what opportunities have crop- 
ped up on a 12-year cycle — but this can be 
tricky. 

One of the reasons Jupiter is so lucky is 
because he’s basically happy with whatever he 
gets. One client started an important relation- 
ship in 1972 with Jupiter in his house of part- 
nership.

Bill Barcus... 

Last year, at least 16 homeless men and women 
died on the streets. 

Barcus expressed his concern to Episcopal 
Bishop William Swing, who supported his idea 
of helping the homeless. ‘I want the Episcopal 
Church to care,” Barcus says, ‘“‘and to be seen 
for something other than a cathedral on Nob 
Hill.” 

Within six months Barcus had established 
The Episcopal Sanctuary, which today feeds 
and shelters 120 to 150 men, women, and 
children each night. One third of those using 
the shelter are gay men, some of them men 
with AIDS who, after release from hospitals, 
have no home to return to. 

Barcus traces the plight of the homeless to 
a change in state policy fifteen years ago, when 
all but homicidal and suicidal patients were 
released from state mental hospitals. ‘‘It wasn’t 
thought out. They forgot a third category,” 
Barcus says, ‘‘those dysfunctional enough that 
they cannot care for themselves. 

‘The thing that made homelessness an issue 
was the recession when ‘nice’ people started 
to become nouveau broke. Then, as those 
middle class people started to go under, it was 
‘Oh my God!’ As the recession passed, those 
folks went back to work. But the shelter stayed 
full. All the people who had been wandering 
for fifteen years remained.”’ 

Barcus points out that one third of the 
shelter’s clients are Vietnam war veterans who 
are excluded from Veteran’s Administration 
hospitals. Another major group are the aged, 
many of whom have lost their homes as urban 
redevelopment has eliminated single-room oc- 
cupancy hotels. 

Barcus, now 51, chose to leave the comfort 
of a wealthy parish to work with outcasts, the 
jetsam of American society. The scenes and 
smells at a South of Market shelter for the 
homeless contrast sharply with the comfort 
and charm of a Cow Hollow church. But Bar- 
cus knew exactly what he was doing: “I am 
rewritten here at the shelter when the shaky 
old hands say ‘Thank you, Father’ for a cup of 
soup. Every molecule in me is changed.”

othertongue is a personal type’ 
of theater: confessional, 
poetic, feminist, a woman-to- 
woman sharing of truths in a 
stylized performance mode which is neither 
slick nor amateur. Perhaps you've seen one or 
two productions, or being a Tongue-fan, have 
seen them all. Mothertongue is a phenomenon 
worth experiencing, and the scripts always 
change and expand. 

Mothertongue started in 1976 and this year 
celebrate their tenth anniversary. Billed as a 
Feminist Reader’s Theater, they have schedul- 
ed twélve different productions representing 
work of the past decade, to be presented one- 
a-month, beginning with shows at the 
Women’s Building in San Francisco and La 
Pena in Berkeley this month. 

“There is a ritual I do when I remove my 
clothes with someone,’ declares a cast 
member from the stage, ‘“‘whether it’s to sun- 
bathe, sauna, massage, or to make love.” She 
proceeds to remove her clothing. The au- 
dience is entranced. Here, in a Mothertongue 
script called “‘Body Image,” is an “oversized” 
woman telling us exactly and literally how she 
sees it. She continues, ‘““when I remove my 
clothes...I tell the stories of my scars.’’ Under 
the auspices of Mothertongue, this 
woman/performer shares her breakthrough 
with us. Counteracting years of internalized 
oppression, she accomplishes what was 
perhaps the most difficult thing in the world 
for her to do; she finally claims her own body. 
In a public situation she validates herself and 
receives appreciation and support for her 
representative struggle. Standing naked in front 
of the audience, she ends the piece, ‘“‘my body 
is a map of my life. It is a patchwork quilt that 
is warm and soft and strong.” 

Mothertongue is topical theater, dealing with 
issues of crucial importance to the “womanist”’ 


productions include: “Did You Come or Fake 
It? Women and Sexuality,” ‘““Mothers and 
Daughters,” ‘““Women and Rape,” “And We 
Call It Survival,” “Anger,” and the popular les- 
bian script, “Loving Women.” I asked Ida Red, 
a writer, performer and long-term Mother- 
tonguer, if and how the plays were considered 
to be politically correct or incorrect. She stress- 
ed the fact that Mothertongue has a self-defined 
feminism; there is no politically correct party 
line. The politics, although rooted in a basic 
feminism, evolve from and within the par- 
ticular set of women who have joined together 
to focus ona topic, in the formation ofa script 
group. If, for instance, one member of the 
group cannot tolerate another woman's truth 
being included in a script, they have to figure 
out how to deal with it. Says Ida, ““We have to 
decide if the woman is willing to change her 
statement or not; whether she’s willing to pre- 
sent it in a different way; whether she’s will- 
ing to have a dialogue on stage in the piece 
about it; whether someone else will write an 
opposing point of view; whether the person 
who can't tolerate it is going to stand in the 
wings while the piece is being read; whether 
there will be discussion with the audience 
afterwards; or whether the piece has to be 
eliminated.” 

In the consensual process which is a unique 
feature of Mothertongue, each person has veto 
power: the power to prevent what she cannot 
tolerate. As in the establishment of love rela- 
tionships, the consensual process is sometimes 
agonizingly long and full of negotiations. Oc- 
casionally, conflicts within the group have

stopped them completely. There have been 
times when mediation from the outside was 
brought in. 

Ultimately, each script is written at its own 
pace. It has taken anywhere from three weeks 
to a year and a half to complete a script. “Per- 
formance deadlines are usually what trigger 
completion,” adds Lani Kaahumanu, another 
long-term Mothertonguer. “In fact,” she says, 
“there have been times when Mothertongue 
has gone underground. In the early ’80s there 
was a time when there was nobody perform- 
ing, when very little energy was being put in- 
to the collective. And then everything seemed 
to pick up again with the ‘Sex’ script. Ina way, 
sex revived Mothertongue. Now there’s lots of 
activity, with the year-long celebration of the 
decade of our existence.”’ 

There are about seventy women in the 
collective. Each script is previewed before the 
collective, before it is shown in*public. Each 
month there is a general meeting, but the 
population of the collective is very fluid. 
Women come and women go. ““We do what 
we want to do. Each of us commits only as 
much as she wants to commit. Nobody gets 
burned out. We only do what we can do,” 
reiterates Ida. Mothertongue’s basic survival 
tactic is her lack of organizational rigidity. If 
someone drops out, someone else comes in.

‘“Mothertongue,” explains Lani, who has 
worked on several scripts, ‘‘is sort of separate 
from all of us. She just lives. She’s alive.” 

I asked Corky Wick, one of the founding 
and still-active mothers of the group, what she 
sees as the primary function of Mothertongue 
in the women’s community. She responded 
that she sees Mothertongue as reflecting a basic 
love of feminism, a love of women and 
women’s culture. “In a sense, we are cultural 
workers, and so we grow with what’s happen- 
ing in our lives while we uncover those deeper 
and deeper feminist political changes we know 
about. For instance, we have a piece on “‘In- 
cest’” now, which nobody could have written 
ten years ago. We can talk about these things 
now.... This is an open collective. We never 
hold auditions. Any woman with willingness 
can learn by doing. We don’t have to set up 
a hierarchy.” 

Mothertongue does not choose the plays to 
fit the actors, as traditional theater often does. 
Mothertongue has learned that despite the fact 
that some women have more personal power 
than others, more theater skills, more perfor- 
mance or writing experience, each member of 
the group is entitled to an equal voice. There 
is no star system. Nobody seizes center stage, 
and yet the abilities of people with more ex- 
perience are not sacrificed. Within the group

there is a concerted balancing of strengths and 
weaknesses. 

The audiences for Mothertongue have been 
thoroughly supportive. The discussion periods 
after the performances are lively and 
revelatory. Audience feedback is transcribed, 
and lines, insights, and suggestions are incor- 
porated into future scripts. This is a theater by 
and for the community within which it 
manifests. Every performance is a sharing. 
“What is unique about our creativity,” offers 
Corky, “‘is that it comes from the heart, from 
a genuineness. Our truths are, in a sense, 
universal.” 

And how many truths we have to share! 
How many degradations, after all, have we all 
suffered as women. ‘‘Healings come slowly,” 
is a line from the script, “And We Call It Sur- 
vival.” The understanding is that once the 
emptiness inside is realized and universalized, 
once the personal is spiritualized, collectiv- 
ized, politicized, outer changes can happen, 
faster. In the same script, in a rather graphic 
section on abortion, a member of the cast reads 
the following letter addressed to Ronald 
Reagan: 


Dear Mr. President: 

As a single woman of child-bearing age, 
I am deeply frightened by your recent ad- 
vocacy of a constitutional amendment 
outlawing abortion. It has become 
fashionable for those inexorably opposed to 
abortion to flash pictures of unborn fetuses. 
What if pro-choice forces were to retaliate 
by displaying photos of children battered to 
bloody death, children with their skin worn 
away from prolonged contact with their 
own waste, children with limbs gone 
gangrenous from infected rat bites, infant 
girls bleeding from the genitals after rape. 
Some or all of these conditions are tragical- 
ly familiar to any social service worker in the 
United States. While we'll never really know 
how much, if any, pain an aborted fetus suf- 
fers, with these little ones we are in no 
doubt. Regardless of the wording of the 
United States Constitution, abortion has 
always been, and will continue to be, a mat- 
ter between the mother, her unborn child, 
and her Maker. In the words of Oliver 
Cromwell, “‘I beseech you, Sir. Consider it, 
that you may be mistaken.” 


There are lighter moments to the Mother- 
tongue experience. There’s dancing, singing, 
smiling, touching and laughter for cosmic 
relief. The women, who have written, edited, 
blocked and staged the pieces, perform quite 
consciously with an audience in mind. 

As for the future of Mothertongue, I asked 
Corky Wick what she envisions. Among other 
things she says, ‘I see us as incorporating new 
women into the women’s community. Here’s 
a group you can join that’s talking about the 
women’s movement. It’s a great ongoing tradi- 
tion of oral story-tellers. I see us as oral 
publishers, which is important, because so 
many women don’t have access to book 
publishers. I see the benefits which we've 
done as a giving-back to the community. 
Women can rely on us.” 

And indeed, Mothertongue has performed 
and is continually performing for dozens and 
dozens of organizations, including colleges, 
schools, jails, legal defense fund committees, 
places like the West Coast Women’s Music and 
Cultural Festival, women’s conferences, health 
collectives, shelters and clinics. 

“Our basic premise,‘ Corky sums up, “‘is 
education, is women’s culture, a way for us to 
talk to each other. Our primary concern is 
women.”

Tues-Sun, 6-10 pm; Fri & Sun to 11 pm 
18th Street near Castro, San Francisco 
Information: 552-6655 


waited with anticipation for the opening 

of Lupann’s, which is on the site of the 

late Snowpeas. I was long a regular at 
Burton’s, Ivy’s and Fanny’s, and considered 
the owner a reliable restauranteur. 

Three recent visits, however, prove that 
Grant has a few problems to iron out, and I’m 
sure he will.

speak with such pinpoint accuracy and puri-

very quickly. 

Recent forays there have permitted me to try 
nearly everything on the menu. With Al, I 
ordered from the column entitled “Build Your 
Own Burger.” This means that for $3.95 you 
get ¥% pound of meat on a bun with lettuce, 
onion and tomato plus french fries. Then, for 
.75 per item, you can add your choice of 
mushrooms, three kinds of cheese (Cheddar, 
Swiss or Monterey Jack), avocado, strip bacon 
or chili. The latter unfortunately means lots of 
beans and I wish it were hot canned green 
chili. The burger will be cooked to your order 
and the french fries are hot and not greasy. You 
can’t miss on this one. 

A similar plan exists with “Build Your Own 
Omelet.’”’ Here the basic three egg number 
starts at $3.75 and includes choice of salad or 
country potatoes, toast and seasonal fruit. The 
add-ons include: ham, Canadian bacon, strip 
bacon, sausage, chili, avocado, sour cream, 
mushrooms and again your choice from three 
kinds of cheese. The omelet appears fluffy, 
thick and full of the goodies you have selected. 
From time to time an omelet special will be of- 
fered. I had a bay shrimp one recently with so 
much shrimp and eggs that I had trouble 
finishing it. 

Egg choices aren’t limited to omelets, either. 


- You can butch it up with rib eye steak and eggs 


at $7.50 or enjoy a rather nice version of eggs 
Benedict for $5.50. Plain eggs, any style, served 
with Canadian bacon, ham, strip bacon or 
sausage is a sensible $3.75. 

The service here is a bit scattered which is 
easy to understand since the waiters are 
cocktail servers as well. 

The pace typically gets hectic around 1 p.m.; 
if you get there earlier, it is usually easier to get 


the table of your choice. 


Decent drinks at reasonable prices are 


’ served here, too: I always ofder a tall Bloody 


Mary as there are a couple more ounces of 
tomato juice in the taller glass. 

Enjoy the ambiance at the Elephant Walk, 
and tell them I sent you!

BJ, the SEW/Lorraine Hansberry 

Theatre premiere of Jamal’s new 

play, is practically an audience parti- 
cipation happening at the San Francisco Reper- 
tory Theater. No one in the audience is more 
than a few feet from the violence that constant- 
ly threatens to erupt on the set, a ramshackle 
corner of a maximum-security barracks in an 
army stockade. It is Long Bihn Jail, Vietnam, 
1968. The prisoners have rioted; there are 
sounds of overhead helicopters, machine gun 
fire, enemy bombs, screams of dying. 

This is a powerful play, well written, well 
acted. It moves at the inexorable speed of an 
out-of-control roller coaster with soldier pit- 
ted against soldier, Black against white, 
prisoner against guard. 

Pagan (Angelo Pagan) has taken refuge in the 
barracks. Wade (Michael Sullivan) crashes in, 
running for his life. He has had the bad luck 
to draw the straw that was the death warrant 
of his white commanding officer. Having toss- 
ed a grenade into that officer’s tent and then 
confessed the killing, he has been sentenced 
to life. Trapped by the prison riot he is pursued 
by Big Man (Vernon Medearis), the con to 
whom all cons pay homage. Wade, having 
refused to acknowledge Big Man’s leadership, 
tops the Man’s hit list. Wade is also being push- 
ed to the brink of madness by the ghost of the 
officer he killed (Alf Adams) who appears fre- 
quently (unseen by the others) to grill his ex- 
ecutioner. Big Man’s sidekick, an ax-wielding 
psycho named Weasel (Tommy McMath), of- 
fers a refreshing breath of comic relief with his 
wild eyes and crazed speech pattern. For all its 
blood lust, a surprisingly funny role. 

Pagan, a hip, fast-talking Puerto Rican (often 
mistaken for a Mexican by the Blacks) is a 
classic survivor. While Wade has known fear 
all of his life, Pagan, a member of a Los Angeles 
gang, more often dispensed it. He’s funny, gen- 


tle, and loyal. Joining forces to avoid the 
bloodletting that is raging outside, they 
become wary friends. 

Then a zonked-out white prisoner is 
discovered in a darkened corner. Christopher- 
son (James Justin) is pulled blinking into the 
light where he’s found to be a walking 
warehouse of pot. Wade ties him up, takes his 
stash, and he and Pagan get rip-roaring high. 
They reminisce about growing up, about op- 
pression, their crimes, their women. When the 
subject of music comes up, they can’t resist go- 
ing into a beautifully improvised Temptations 
impression. 

The acting and Stanley E. Williams’ direction 
is first rate. I was not so much moved emo- 
tionally as I was gripped by the action and in- 
tensity of the acting. Michael Sullivan was a 


superbly believable tormented loner, and the 
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talented, handsome Angelo Pagan is 
undeniably one of the finest actors on the local 
scene. The dialogue is forceful and 
naturalistically delivered, except for Justin who 
tends to enunciate his lines as though the 
vowels and consonants were more important 
than the meaning. Medearis’ Big Man could be 
more effective if he pulled back somewhat 
from his all-out leering interpretation of evil. 

Eric Sinkkoren’s stark set, Michael Woody’s 
sound design, and Stephanie Johnson’s lighting 
added considerably to: this highly recom- 
mended production.

Thirst

ne of those rare dividends of 

reviewing is the discovery of an 

exciting new playwright. Last year 
that writer was Velina Hasu Houston. This 
young Southern California author took her 
master’s degree in playwriting from the 
University of California at Los Angeles in 1980 
and has been winning awards since 1976. 

Her major work to date is a trilogy about 
Japanese war brides in America and two plays 
from that work were produced last year in San 
Francisco. Morning Has Broken concerned the 
emotional ramifications of a young Japanese 
girl’s decision to break with tradition and 
follow a Black GI soldier home to America. 
The second play, Tea, involved the success 
and failure of five such war brides to assimilate 
into the often hostile culture of a Kansas army 
post. . 

I regret to report that Houston’s new play 
— other than for its potential — reveals little 
of the power or controlled writing of the other 
two plays. While Thirst is not one of the 
trilogy, it does continue to explore the assimila- 


tion problems of three sisters on a mid- 
California peach and almond ranch: they share 
the same mother, while Plinka’s father is a 
white American soldier in occupied Japan, and 
Calista and Marina's, a Japanese-American in 
California. 

Plinka has remained with her mother on the 
farm. Calista, now pregnant, married a 
Japanese-American and moved north to the 
Bay Area. Marina, the sassy, outspoken, free- 
living modern woman, escaped to New York. 
These three poles-apart sisters have now 
gathered at the farm following their mother’s 
death. 

Plinka, the protagonist, is a dreamer, a poet 
who has had an affair with Joe, a young white 
man on an adjoining farm. She has broken off 
the relationship and professes a desire to travel 
to Japan to return her mother’s ashes to a 


shrine. Nadja Kennedy, as Plinka, is impressive 
visually, but she doesn’t elicit much emotional 
response due to the vagueness of her written 
character. I didn’t know enough about her to 
care what she did. 

Both other sisters were given stronger 
characterizations. City girl Sharon Iwai, hiding 
a pitiful loneliness under her tales of sexual 
bravado, and Fay Kawabata, flushed with the 
beauty of expectant motherhood and unwill- 
ing to cope with any idea beyond daily family 
life, turn in strong, fully realized performances. 

Michael O’Brien as Joe, on the other hand, 


had little to do except put on a hang-dog ex- ° 


pression and shuffle his feet. 

Houston’s script unfortunately meanders 
among several themes and seldom remains on 
track. Kathryn Roszak as Joe’s sister made an 
excellent impression when she accosted Plinka 
to declaim her deep emotional (and barely con- 
tained sexual) attachment, but I question the 
need for this somewhat pointless intrusion into 
the drama. 

When we learn that the farm has been heavi- 
ly mortgaged to neighbor Joe, that only half of 
it will be available to divide among the sisters, 
and that Plinka is to receive the lion’s share, 
Calista’s husband Jimmy departs in a rage. He 
then engages in a drinking spree with Joe. 
Other than to establish him as greedy, cynical 
and macho, that scene also had little bearing 
on the theme. John Shin as Jimmy made the 
most of his one-dimensional role. This 
character, too, needs re-thinking and ‘“‘fleshing 
out.” 

Meantime, back on the farm, tempers flare, 
accusations fly, sister takes sides against sister, 
and a near miscarriage occurs. A contrite Jim- 
my returns. A reconciliation between Joe and 
Plinka fails. And at play’s end, Plinka seems as 
vague and directionless as when we first met 
her. Almost too Chekhovian, one expects to 
hear off-stage sounds of axes flailing away at 
the almond orchard! 

Thirst, in its present form, doesn’t work 
dramatically. Some arbitrary sub-plot ideas 
aren’t working off a major central theme. 
Houston needs to attack her original concept 
with a fresh eye. She’s too talented and too im- 
portant as a young American playwright to 
consider this work a finished play. 

Mitzie Abe (an actor in last season’s Tea) 
premiered as a director. Moving her actors at 
a brisker pace would have covered some of the 
script’s weaker areas and those too-long pauses 
between scenes broke whatever tensions had 
been created.

Wrists

erhaps you thought Tom Ammiano, 

the reigning queen of gay comedy, 

would sink into obscurity when the 
Valencia Rose closed. Maybe you pictured him 
sitting home in a rocker, paging through 
yellowed press clippings, dabbing tears away 
with a lace hanky, disappearing quietly into the 
sunset. 

When was the last time you saw Tom Am- 
miano do anything quietly? He’s lost no time 
launching right into his new stand-up comedy 
autobiography Wrists (subtitled ‘‘A Small Plie 
for Man, a Grand Jette for Mankind”) at Studio 
Rhino. It’s the Ammiano life story told his way, 


and any life that starts out with having your sex 
mistaken on your birth certificate is worth ex- 
ploring. Those hungry for new Ammiano gems 
won't be disappointed; Tom breaks in some 
sharp new routines about his New Jersey fami- 
ly life, first crush, prom night and more. 
Catholicism is particularly crucified. There’s a 
hysterical black and white home movie of a 
bespectacled, pre-teen Tom frolicking outside 
church, flanked by a Fellini-esque procession 
of altar boys and clergy. Tom scathingly nar- 
rates: ‘“Look! There he is! The first pregnant 
priest!” Wrists also recounts some of Tom’s 
least known (and most impressive) ac- 
complishments: his brief stint in the Peace 
Corps (terminated by homophobia), his adven- 
tures Overseas, teaching English to Vietnamese 
schoolkids, and his thwarted bid for public of- 
fice (featuring the definitive, visual aids- 


enhanced version of his classic Feinstein hair- 
do joke). In the segment “Swami Tommy,’ he 
even takes a look into the future, improvising 
“psychic” predictions in answer to questions 
written down by the audience before the 
show. “Now that the Soviets are proposing 
arms control,’’ one of them read, ‘“‘what will 
be the new ‘Evil Empire’?”’ Tom’s deadpan 
reply? “El Cerrito!’ Of course. 

Studio Rhino is a new environment for Am- 
miano, and he’s still adjusting to the logistics 
of working a non-club setting. The bits (with 
titles like ‘‘Birth and After Birth” and ‘““Goys R 
Us"’) are good, but are not as well-ordered as 
a Narrative structure demands. He’s not helped 
by Studio Rhino’s ungelled lighting, which is 
sO poorly focused that Tom seems to have a 
moving area of blackness following him 
around the stage. Tom directed Wrists himself, 
and the absence of that objective eye is its 
greatest setback. 

Still, Wrists comes off f-a-a-a-bulously 
despite these flaws. Tom’s stand-up experience 
glides over the rough spots, and it’s a pleasure 
to watch a pro like this walk out and with one 
or two lines, create an instant audience rap- 
port. It wasn’t very long ago that Tom’s style 
and content were being euphemistically la- 
beled “‘too political.” As if that were a han- 
dicap, people were afraid to hire him, even as 
his contemporaries were getting offers. The 
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sold-out opening night of Wrists vindicates 
Tom. Recognition has taken the form of critical 
acclaim, numerous awards, and a hip, ioyal 
following. The time for Tom’s ‘‘political’’ 
outlook has clearly arrived. 

After the performance, Tom talked about 
how he’d set out to tell his story without re- 
sorting to character studies or recreating 
scenes. ‘‘I was trying to avoid that whole ‘And 
then A said to B, and B said to A’ thing. I’m not 
out to do this as a great actor. I want to pre- 
sent it aS a stand-up comic, which is what I 
am.’’ So when he punctuates the significant 
moments in Wrists with monologues by his 
early hero, Lenny Bruce, it’s not meant as an 
impression; the material is included for its 
ideological and historical perspective, and 
Tom’s idolization of Lenny is ultimately quite 
touching. He contrasts Bruce’s dilemma with 
his own: ‘‘Everyone always told [Lenny] “You 
could be a great comic if you’d just stop talk- 
ing dirty’...the same kind of people who say 
to me ‘You could be so good — if you'd just 


stop doing the gay stuff.” 


It’s true: Tom could cash in if he removed 
the up-front gay material in his act. ‘‘Sissy”’ 
characters are a showbiz tradition, from Jerry 
Lewis to Pee Wee Herman — they’re amusing 
as long as they don’t ‘‘threaten”’ straight au- 
diences. Ammiano’s conscience would never 
permit this kind of self-deprecation. Wrists 
shows us the formative experiences of a fierce- 
ly intelligent, highly principled gay man with 
a unique comic style. Tom Ammiano has 
always used laughter as a tool for spurring gay 
audiences’ anger and self-respect. Wrists adds 
to this a sense of our shared gay history, of 
maintaining one’s dignity against the odds. 
‘The Mother of Gay Comedy” doesn’t have 
to evoke heroes for us; seeing him in per- 
formance, we’re in the presence of the 
genuine article.

Wild Indian

heodore Shank’s parable about 
civilization’s effect on primitive 
society is an engrossing, thoughtful 
and instructive study of one-on-one genocide. 
Wild Indian, the Magic Theatre’s current pro- 
duction, received an award in the 1985 Foun- 
dation of the Dramatists Guild/CBS New Plays 
Program. 

The setting is a Yahi Indian exhibit in a 
gallery of the Museum of Anthropology in San 
Francisco; the time, 1911-1916. Less a drama 
(except for a tedious relationship between the 
director and his female assistant) than a tableau, 
the action unfolds in and in front of the 
museum diorama that might well have been 
lifted intact from a current exhibit at the 
Academy of Sciences. Set designer Barbara 
Mesney’s ‘‘set within a set”’ features a hand- 
some painted backdrop of Mt. Lassen, some 
rocky terrain in the foreground, a stuffed 
coyote, and a primitive lean-to of tree branches 
where ‘“‘wild Indian”’ Ishi actually lived while 
on permanent display during his years at the 
Museum of Anthropology. 

Directed by Simon Levy, Wild Indian is the 
fictionalized dramatization of the final five 
years of Ishi, the last of the Yahi tribe who lived 
on Deer Creek near Mount Lassen. A stone age 
people, the Yahi hunted with arrowheads and 
pounded acorns into flour. By the turn of the 
century, tracked by white hunting parties with 
dogs and decimated by the diseases of civiliza- 
tion, they were reduced to a score of fugitives. 
In 1911, Ishi, fleeing the horror of a final 
massacre on Deer Creek, stumbled into 
civilization and was captured. Professor Alfred 
Kroeber brought the lone survivor to San Fran- 
cisco and installed him as a living exhibit in the 
museum. 

Into this real-life relationship (sufficiently 
overwhelming to stand on its own as drama) 
author Shank introduces an emerging feminist 
theme in the role of Hilary Addison, played by 
Allison Studdiford. For added measure, he in- 
stalls a self-sufficient Chinese-American 
secretary, Wing Su, played by Cecilia Jessica 
Pang, who serves as the voice of conscience 
against the white man’s attitude toward 
minorities and women.

Martin Pistone delivers a fine performance 
as the intelligent but inarticulate Ishi, wary, 
crouched as though listening to far-off sounds, 
eager to please, and childlike in his “‘assimila- 
tion” into our culture. (A model train, a gift of 
Mrs. Hearst, is his proudest possession, though 
Kroeber has it removed immediately as a con- 
taminant of his natural heritage.) Pistone 
handles his role with dignity and compassion, 
using his broken English for communication 
rather than dramatic effect. When at one time 
Kroeber proposes a jaunt up to Deer Creek 
country where he can study Ishi in his native 
habitat, Ishi is understandably perplexed at the 
suggestion of returning to a life of hardship. His 
sensible reply: “Food on plate. No need hunt.” 

At times the set darkens and in a series of 
poignant internal monologues Ishi relives 
episodes from his past, which he delivers in 
literate English. 

Michael Cadigan as Kroeber interprets his 
role as a driven, officious, corporate mentali- 
ty. Unfeeling in his relationship with Ishi, he 


gives the impression that Ishi is little more than, 


a living fossil to be studied, analyzed and pro- 
bed for science. He reveals little understanding 
of Ishi’s problems in making the transition to 
modern life. Unwilling to commit himself to 
a relationship with Hilary, he, in fact, seems 
unaware of the desperation in her pursuit of 
him. His is a petulant characterization from first 
to last. 

Allison Studdiford (Hilary) is a most hand- 
some actor who must cope with some soap 
opera dialogue as she challenges Kroeber’s at- 
titude toward her as a woman and as a profes- 
sional colleague. 

Cecilia Jessica Pang (Wang Su) is introduced 
as a brusque, Outspo. "nowing, hard- 
ened professional in a man’s world. Having 
found her unsympathetic at the beginning, | 
was not as moved as I should have been by a 
later monologue explaining her tough exterior. 

Costumes by Walter Watson and Catherine 
Verdier were especially handsome — nicely 
rumpled suits, beautifully detailed blouses and 
skirts that were especially evocative of the 
period. Glenn A. Wade’s lighting and Earwax 
Productions’ sound’ design were most 
effective.

ittle more than an acrimonious ration- 

ale for suicide, Marsha Norman’s 

Pulitzer Prize winning ‘night, Mother 
offers a strange evening in the theater. 

Elizabeth Huddle as Jesse Cates and Mariann 
Walters as her mother, Thelma, portray 
women neither of whom are particularly in- 
teresting. They sit in their middle-class farm- 
house kitchen, chatting aimlessly about boring 
topics, working up the excitement of a sham- 
poo and manicure and a cup of cocoa. 

Thelma dozes in front of the TV, rousing 
herself now and then to put another piece of 
candy in her mouth. Jesse, however, has other 
plans this evening. There is purpose to her 
every action as she folds the laundry, rear- 
ranges the kitchen shelves, reorganizes 
drawers, makes lists. She remarks somewhat 
matter-of-factly that after she does her mother’s 
nails, she is going to commit suicide. 

And why not? Her husband has left her, she 
can’t hold a job, her son is a juvenile delin- 
quent and thief, she’s been battling epilepsy 
since childhood, she loved her father who 
died, she has no friends, and she’s bored. On- 
ly amother could love such a child (in her mid- 
thirties), and I’m not sure about the mother, 
either. After this diatribe, our sympathies are 
naturally with the mother. 

Thelma is a little slow to catch on, but when 
she is finally convinced that her daughter is 
serious, we are treated to a ninety minute 
debate on the pros and cons of suicide versus 
life without meaning. Jesse seems to be beg- 
ging for our pity, but what, as a person, has she 
done to deserve it? And why make her mother 
a party to her final act? Meantime, Jesse search- 
es for old towels and a plastic sheet so that 
when she retires to her bedroom she can do 
the job without making a mess. 

This is black comedy, indeed, and strange 
_as it may seem, there is lots to laugh at. Mariann 
Walters as the rattled, self-centered Thelma 
gives a deliciously batty performance. As Jesse 


Down & Out 
in Beverly Hills

uppies will probably love Paul Mazur- 
sky’s new comedy Down & Out in 
Beverly Hills; it’s a match madé€ in 
heaven.

It seems unfair, too, that we, the au- 
dience, have been made accomplices to this 
less-than-noble deed.

pidemic of Courage is, to my know- 

ledge, the first book on AIDS that is 

comprised entirely of interviews with 
people who have the syndrome, as well as 
family members, friends, lovers and caregivers. 
Lon Nungesser, currently doing doctoral 
research on chronic illness and quality of life 
at Stanford University and himself a person 
with AIDS, demonstrates a sharp sensitivity 
and compassion to those he interviewed be- 
tween February and October of 1984. 
Nungesser knows how to ask good questions, 
asserts his own points without dominating the 
interviews, and most importantly, gets people 
to open themselves fully to what AIDS has 
meant to them personally among their friends 
and loved ones, health care workers, the local 
community and the nation. 

Epidemic of Courage is divided into two 
parts, ‘Persons with AIDS” and ‘“‘Gay Family 
Network.” The seven people interviewed in 
“Persons with AIDS” are all gay men, 
underscoring the impression that AIDS is still 
largely confined to and/or perceived to be in 
the gay male community. Since the time of 
these interviews, though, this perception is 
shifting (as are the pieces in the AIDS puzzle) 
to focus on other at-risk groups, like IV drug 
users, people dependent on blood transfu- 
sions, heterosexual men and women in Africa, 
and children of women exposed to AIDS dur-

ing or before pregnancy. AIDS is not a ‘gay 
disease,’ though gays have had to bear the 
brunt of it psychologically, socially, 
economically and medically — something 
these interviews attest to over and over. 

To read about these seven men’s lives is to 
have the privilege of getting to know them 
very intimately in just several pages. They 
come from various backgrounds — health ad- 
vocate, Carpenter, writer, accountant, among 
others — and some have continued in their 
professions while others have devoted 
themselves totally to helping others with AIDS. 
Is there some kind of “AIDS personality’? com- 
posite that can be drawn from these men? After 
all, haven’t we heard ad nauseum about “‘the 
fast lane,”’ ‘‘unsafe sex,” “‘co-factors,”’ ‘“‘those 
at risk’’? There seems to be no clear evidence 
for this, judging from the diverse lifestyles of 
the interviewees. Some were and still are in 
committed, mostly monogamous relation- 
ships; some had many sexual partners, others 
very few; some did drugs, others felt they led 
fairly normal, healthy lives. Several mention- 
ed that stress could have a large though not 
adequately explored effect on a person’s im- 
mune system; there was even the suggestion 
that homophobia, self-internalized hate for the 
gay person, might play a role in that person’s 
susceptibility to disease. 

Just as these personalities are unique, so too 
are the medical manifestations of AIDS — 
something that baffles and annoys the medical 


experts as well as the patients. Some people ; 


had few symptoms prior to diagnosis while 
others experienced months of debilitating 
fevers, sweats, weight loss, and general 
malaise. Some had only KS (Kaposi's sarcoma); 
others had KS, pneumocystis pneumonia and 
various other combinations of opportunistic 
infections. One man, diagnosed in ’82, felt his 
disease had stabilized (his KS seemed “under 
control” with chemotherapy); others feared 
possibly more ups and downs or more bouts 
with AIDS-related infections. All had ex- 
perienced plenty of fears, anger, frustrations 
and: depressions over their conditions and had 
developed. varying coping mechanisms and 
support groups. None were absolutely sure (as 
of 1984) just how the disease was contracted 
or spread, or why some got it and others did 
not, though most thought that some kind of

sexual/bodily fluid transmission was probably 
involved. 

What is most striking about these people, 
even above the pice nehitite physical 
debilitation and frustration they experience 
with AIDS, is their determination to live life as 
fully and richly as possible, to keep going each 
day, to prize small moments and joys. It is a 
determination tempered and deepened by all 
the hassles and problems AIDS has brought on 
— the government’s reluctance to honestly 
face the crisis, figuring out what treatments to 
do or not to do, wondering how to get to the 
store and clean the house, being hounded by 
the media’s treatment of AIDS, dealing with 
families, losing lovers. Everybody believed that 
their personal relationships with others had 
grown immensely; that they were reaching 
new levels of intimacy with friends and lovers; 
that they could build on a mostly sexual defini- 
tion of “gay” toward a model of men caring 
for and loving each other, being emotional, 
vulnerable; and that this model would show 
the straight world a new dimension to being 
human. 

One of the interviews that touched me most 
was in the second half of the book, “Gay Fami- 
ly Network.” It dealt with a straight “White, 
Middle Class Wasp”’ from North Carolina who 
took his brother into his home during the lat- 
ter’s final days. Despite the redneck attitudes 
around him, including those of his own in-laws 
who kept away, and all the AIDS hysteria in 
which so much of the country is awash, Jerry 
had absolutely no reservations about caring for 
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his sick brother Bob. Jerry’s straightforward 
humanity is matched only by his anger over 
the AIDS crisis: ‘‘I just get mad as hell about the 


_ whole thing. I’m mad because my brother had 


it. I'm mad because he died of it. I’m mad at 
the public. I’m mad — I'm just mad. I’m mad 
because they haven’t found a cure. I’m mad!”’ 
If only there were more “Wasps” like Jerry in 
the world. 

A colleague and close friend of Gary Walsh, 
a prominent psychotherapist in the gay com- 
munity who died in February 1984, also gives 
a memorable interview. Lu Chaikin, a lesbian, 
and Walsh were the best of friends; she speaks 
at length about struggling with Gary through 
his disease and dying, plus all the pain, humor, 
irony and joy that the two found together in 
the process. Theirs was a relationship that gives 
us a rare glimpse of the finest and sincerest that 
human beings are capable of. 

At atime when the weight of the AIDS crisis 
feels often impossible to support anymore, 
when so many of us are involved in so many 
ways, recommending a book on the subject 
may not seem like the tonic a lot of us need or 
want. Yet, as the title indicates, this is really a 
book about hope, courage, and people’s faith 
in who they are to themselves and to each 
other. Linda Maxey, a nurse and counselor for 
Shanti on Ward 5B of San Francisco General 
Hospital, puts, it this way: 

I think I’ve grown a lot. It’s pushed my 
boundaries, it’s pushed my thinking I know 
anything to the limit, thinking I understand 
life and death and why an epidemic when 
sO many young people are dying. To be 
with people who are facing this crisis you 
have to let go of your ego a lot, you have 
to totally let go of what you think you know. 
I think I’ve learned to live with uncertainty 
and learned to hang out in that space. Lear- 
ning to be a good follower in a dance where 
the music changes rapidly. You know, I feel 
like I’m working with people, they’re 
leading, I’m following, I’m just trying to 
keep up and hang in there, and sometimes 
it’s a waltz and sometimes it’s a polka. 

And the dance goes on. 


Words In Our Pockets 


Celeste West, editor

ll of us have a story to tell, many of 
us the skills with which to tell it. In 
the best of all possible worlds, those 
of us who wanted to write would write, we'd 
be published and our words would be 
distributed to an audience. Unhappily, our 
world isn’t nearly the best it could be. Between 
our words and our audience sits a fence, 
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—OPEN— 
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manned (and I use this word intentionally) by 
gatekeepers with orders to keep words and au- 
dience separated — unless the writer is ap- 
proved of by the powers that be, or she has 
the tools to unlock the gate herself. (For more 
about these gatekeepers see /ntruders on the 
Rights of Men by Lynne Spender and How to 
Suppress Women’s Writing by Joanna Russ.) 
Those of us who sit outside the mainstream — 
because we’re women, gay, people of color, 
working class, have a political conscience, etc., 
or are any combination of the above and more 
— usually do not have the tools, do not know 
how to get them, may believe that they are 
beyond our reach or may not even know they 
exist. 

Words In Our Pockets gives us the tools 
we're missing, including some I’d bet the 
gatekeepers haven’t even thought about. As 
editor Celeste West writes, ““Words In Our 
Pockets is a woman writer’s survival chest, a 
collection of spiritual and economic tools.”’ 
(And it’s not just for women: West adds, *‘[It’s] 
spirit embraces our brothers who honor 
fairness and parity, who, in enlightened self- 
interest, understand that it is the shared vision 
which enriches and frees us all. The imperial 
press is not overly fond of these men 
anyway.’’) 

The book started out as a small manual of 
writing tips, commissioned by the Feminist 
Writers Guild, and then blossomed into a full- 
sized book. It’s divided into four parts: 
mainstream publishing, feminist publishing, 
genres of writing and support systems. All of 
the pieces are written by women with a 
feminist consciousness, meaning that, as we’re 
taught the rules of the game, we're also told 
how to bend or break them so they fit com- 
fortably in our lives, rather than being told to 
change our lives to fit the rules. 

The first section on mainstream publishing 
is very nuts and bolts, including chapters on 
writing book proposals, doing self-promotion, 
freelancing, writing grants, doing your taxes 
and understanding the legal system. Successful 
writers (successful in the sense that they’ve 
been published by or have worked in the 
mainstream) share their stories — ‘“‘why I do 
what I do” — and practical tips — ‘““how I get 
what I do published.”’ They neither simplify 
the process nor make it too complicated; they 
all stress hard work and commitment. 

I was somewhat disappointed with the se- 
cond section on feminist publishing. Most of 
the chapters are written from the point of view 
of the publisher rather than the writer. Of 
course, many times in feminist publishing the 
lines blur, the editor also writes, the writer self- 
publishes, and for those who choose self- 
publishing, Words In Our Pockets provides ad- 
vice and descriptions of various self-publishing 
ventures. But, while there is a chapter about 
running a feminist newspaper (by the off our 
backs collective, which I would encourage 
everyone to read for an inside view of how 
one of our most influential feminist 
newspapers runs), there is nothing about 
writing for a feminist newspaper. There are in- 
terviews with Persephone Press co-owners 
Gloria Z. Greenfield and Pat McGloin, one 
done while Persephone was going strong’and 
one done after they closed, but there is nothing 
from an author who published with a feminist 
press. While we may like to pretend that 
feminist publishers and writers always get 
along, that there is never a conflict of interest, 
anyone who has ever had anything to do with 
feminist publishing from any side knows that 
isn’t true. Gabrielle Daniels stands as the lone 
critical voice; in her article ‘Tell It Like It Is: 
Fighting Self-Censorship,” she takes publishers 
to task for not printing works by women of 
color or for only printing material that fits the 
“politically correct” mold. I would have liked 
to have seen more give and take among 
writers and publishers; Words In Our Pockets 
could have been a safe space to begin the 
discussion we so desperately need. 

I have to praise, however, two wonderful 
chapters in this section: Susan Sand’s ‘‘Free 
Time to Write: Tame the Housekeepery”’ — 
how to keep your life and desk organized for 
writing; and Celeste West’s ‘Eat, Drink and Be 
Literary: A Special Supplement’ — recipes for 
the hungry writer. 

In the third section, writers describe the type 
of writing they do: journal writing, poetry, 
science fiction, technical, and so on. I ap- 
preciated the inclusion of chapters on forms 
of writing rarely discussed in books about 
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publishing; “We Write Letters” by Kady 


Daughter of Ann, for example. For women, let- 
ters have often been our only way to com- 
municate; it’s time to give them the credit and 
stature they deserve, to judge them worthy Of 
being made public. Ruth Baetz’s “How I Sur- 
vive as an Interviewer” is a must-read for 
anyone doing any type of interview. 

The last section is about our support 
systems, the people who help us get our words 
out and people who encourage us to keep 
writing. There are articles by feminist printers, 
with instructions for readying your book to be 
printed; we hear from a bookstore owner, a 
reviewer and a copy editor. (Unfortunately, 
there’s nothing from a graphic artist; the way 
a book looks is so very important and so often 
forgotten.) There is information about libraries 
— how to use them and how to get your 
works into them — and word processors. 


Mixed Doubles

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Finally, there are tips for running a writing 
workshop, a literary salon and a writer's sup- 
port group. These articles remind us that we're 
not totally alone; if the first section of Words 
In Our Pockets cautions us about the hard road 
ahead, the final section introduces us to our 
traveling companions. 

And don’t stop reading here; the ‘‘Adden- 
da”’ following the last section includes finan- 
cial information about the book, a delightful 
index (actually fun to read), contributors’ bios 
and other pieces you just have to read for 
yourself. 

The title “Words In Our Pockets’ comes 
from a poem by Denise Levertov, a poem 
which suggests that sometimes words are the 
only things we have to get us from where we 
are to where we want to be. If this is true, and 
as a writer and editor I believe it is often the 
only truth, then Words In Our Pockets, 
because of the support and advice it offers us, 
is one book we should keep always by our 
side.

by way of an “‘Advice to the Lovelorn”’ radio 
phone-in program, each knowing that the 
other is listening. 

Barbara adjusts poorly to Jerry’s presence. 
During the pool rescue, when Dave is about 
to resuscitate Jerry with mouth-to-mouth, she 
cries out, ‘“Dave! Don’t! He could have AIDS 
or something!”’ Midler’s sense of self-parody 
is the only thing that saves this crabby, 
miserable role. Barbara’s tension is so severe 
that when the family dog (“‘Matisse’’ — a sub- 
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tle pattern emerges) attacks Dave, she hires a 
“dog psychiatrist” to analyze the mongrel 
(‘‘Oooh, yes, you’re suppressing all that anger, 
aren’t you, Matisse?’’). With such a shrewish 
slug for a wife, it’s no wonder Dave slips 
downstairs each night to “‘diddle’” Carmen 
(Elizabeth Pena), the Whitemans’ un- 
documented alien maid. 

After a shave, haircut, and a new wardrobe, 
Jerry goes to work on them all. He takes Dave 
to the beach in Venice to meet his bum friends. 
Dave spends one night with them, drinking 
Night Train and “eating garbage,” and is 
transformed. Jerry tells young Max that he 
needs to talk to his folks, that it’s okay for him 
to be what he is (though “what he is” is never 
mentioned, only alluded to), and sure enough, 
Max is...well, transformed. 

Mazursky’s reputation for ‘“‘understanding”’ 
women characters, so celebrated after the 
pseudo-feminist An Unmarried Woman, is €x- 
posed here for the facade it is. What do the 
women in Down & Out really lack? Jerry turns 
Barbara into a relaxed, amorous wife, 
transforms Carmen into a Marxist revolu- 
tionary and, incredibly, cures Jenny of her 
eating disorder — all with the same, er, 
“technique.” All a woman really needs is the 
right dick after all! Whew! What validation for 
the thousands of men who still secretly know 
this to be true, despite all that ““women’s:lib” 
jazz. Jerry’s magic member is so effective that 
Barbara, smoking in post-coital bliss, is so 
‘fulfilled’? that she sings ‘‘See the Pyramids 
Along the Nile.”’ All of it. A capella. 

It’s all the more galling when you realize that

Montgomery, Plant & Stritch 


Montgomery, Plant and Stritch, an in- 
gratiating trio from Texas, bounced into the 
Plush Room for a recent stint of polished har- 
monies and comedic madness. They are equal- 
ly at home with Broadway show tunes, jazz, 
pop, and — for my taste — an overdose of 
parody. They’re fine and they’re funny, but 
dedicating most of the evening to a 
kaleidoscopic melange of imitations of Aretha 
Franklin, The Carpenters, The Mills Brothers, 
Satchmo, Sarah Vaughan, Bette Davis, etc., left 
me craving more solid ballads. 

Arranger/conductor/pianist Stritch kept the 
keyboard smoking as he sang along with the 
ladies and earned extra brownie points for 
some neat vocalizing on a lovely arrangement 
of ‘‘Isn’t it Romantic?” He was effective, too, 
on Michelle Braverman’s ‘‘My Favorite Year,” 
and on an original, highly charged ballad 
which he co-wrote with Sandy Knox, “Does 
He Love You?” Good song, good lyrics. 

Handsome brunette Sharon Montgomery 


(who practically bubbled with charm) and tall 
redhead Rebecca Plant rotated at the solo mike 


when they weren’t dueting and trioing on such’ 


standards as ‘‘All That Jazz,” “I’ve Got the 
World on a String,” ““Slow Boat to China,” and 
‘Up a Lazy River.” They resurrected the once- 
popular boogie version of Bizet’s ‘“Habanera,”’ 
added an original verse to Cole Porter’s “I Get 
a Kick Out of You,” and let loose with a wild 
parody of ‘‘Uptown Saturday Night.’’ A Sergio 
Mendes tribute to the Beatles was nicely 
served, as was a moving ballad, ‘‘Millwork,”’ 
from the musical Working. Plant’s “You're 
‘Gonna Hear from Me,” was a victim of oversell 
and revealed a tendency toward some feverish 
hand mannerisms. 

They’ re a talented trio, no question. Now if 
they’d just slow down and let the talent 
breathe. My final cryptic note reads: Too many 
cute songs. Don’t need to be amused for 90 
minutes. Need to be entertained.

Chanticleer 


For its second offering of its 1985-86 season, 
Chanticleer, the male a capella vocal ensem- 
ble, presented a program that was technically 
brilliant, but musically dismal. Using its typical 
format of the first part of the program being 
drawn from early church music, and the se- 
cond from 20th-century works, this program 
lacked Chanticleer’s usual sparkle. The selec- 
tions chosen were all in the same somber vein, 
with nothing to lighten up the evening. This 
was “‘serious”” music at its most grim. Even 
Allen Shearer’s “Mushrooms” (which received 
its world premiere at this concert), set to a 
poem by Sylvia Plath, while containing a few 
funny lines and deliveries (a solo voice for “We 
are edible’), could not dispel the gloom per- 
vading Herbst Theatre that night. Chanticleer 
also presented the world premiere of Shearer’s 
“Things of This World.” 

In the first part of the program, Chanticleer 
presented a mass and three motets by Ludwig 
Senfl, a Swiss citizen who lived in Germany 
from 1524 until 1543. His style was “‘plain- 
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chant.’’ His ‘‘Kyrie,”” which was presented as 
part of the mass, appeared quite simple upon 
first hearing (compared to those written dur- 
ing the High Renaissance), but this is deceiv- 
ing, especially as the chorus was doing some 
very technically elaborate singing. 

Chanticleer presented R. Murray Schafer’s 
charming ‘“‘Gamelan,”’ which was written to 
imitate the pentatonic tones of the Javanese 
and Balinese gong orchestras. ‘‘Wintersong,”’ 
a song cycle by Gordon Cross, received its U.S. 
premiere as well. In the ensemble’s capable 
hands, a quite eerie mood was evoked. This 
is not Vivaldi’s bright wintery landscape, but 
a desolate 20th-century scenario. 

Two “‘Ave Marias” were presented back-to- 
back. The first, written by Chanticleer member 
Mark Keller, was given a glee club harmoniza- 
tion. The second, composed by Paul Chihara, 
linked ‘‘Ave Maria” with phrases from “‘Scar- 
borough Fair,”’ resulting in a contrast of sacred 
and profane love.

Nothing But Show Music 


Jae Ross and Eugene Barry-Hill presented 
their revue of Broadway tunes, Nothing But 
Show Music, at the 1177 Club last month. This 
delightfully entertaining production includes, 
refreshingly, songs from shows that are rarely 
performed in a review of this type (Pippin, 
Street Dreams, Godspell, The Wiz, to name a 
few). Bob Bauer’s sparkling arrangements 
augmented the songs, giving them new life. 
The basic premise of Nothing But Show Music 
deals with Barry-Hill attempting to break into 
the business, with Ross playing a variety of 
characters. (This is later abandoned, but to no

detriment to the show.) The selections were 
carefully chosen, and each flows gracefully in- 
to the next. 

Ross’ ‘‘Tomorrow”’ from Annie received a 
refreshing rendition, with Ross beginning it in 
a ballad style, and later segueing into the blues. 
His paean to reefer madness, “If You're a 
Viper” (from Ain't Misbehavin), is a kick as 
Ross becomes more and more stoned. Ross 
tenderly performs “‘Sorry-Grateful” from Com- 
pany, a number not usually done in cabaret. 

Barry-Hill also performed a lesser-known 
song from Company, an introspective version 
of ‘Someone is Waiting.”’ His bluesy “Love's 
Revenge’? (Two Gentlemen of Verona) and 
‘“‘Not My Problem” (Celebration) were both 
pleasantly delivered. 

Together, Ross and Barry-Hill presented an 
amusing “Why Do I Keep Going to the 


“Some People’ (Gypsy) and a soft-shoed 
‘“‘Brush Up Your Shakespeare” from Kiss Me, 
Kate. 

During one sequence, Ross and Barry-Hill 
mimed flipping the dial on a television set dur- 
ing each station’s commercial breaks with 
quite funny results: an ad for Roto-Rooter was 
followed by one for Preparation H, Nice and 
Soft, Tender Vittles and Pacific Girl, with each 
flip of the dial coming at an inopportune mo- 


ment. This was drawn from the show entitl- 
ed What's a Nice Country Like You Doing in 
a Place Like This?, originally conceived and 
performed by the Footlighters, Inc. This nicely 
led into two selections from the only musical 
Sondheim wrote for television, which was 
shown one night only in 1966 (one had to be 
in the New York City area to have seen it): 
Evening Primrose. Ross presented a haunting 
version of ‘“‘Take Me to the World.” Barry- 
Hill’s rich voice did justice to that show’s “I 
Remember.”

style. She also delivered a heartfelt “50%” 
from Ballroom, and, in a change of pace, a 
gospel-style ‘“You’ll Never Walk Alone.” 

Samuel’s patter is lively, but she does 
nothing to set up the audience mentally for the 
subsequent tune. One moment she has the au- 
dience in the heights of hilarity, then, when she 
begins singing, she tries to bring them down 
to the depths of depression. When the number 
is completed, she again tries to bring them up. 
This can be deadly, and it is easy to lose the 
audience. Samuels even noted that her listeners 
seemed rather “catatonic.” Actually, they were 
probably trying to keep up with her various 
levels, but the adjustments to be made were 
too great, and needed to be made too quickly. 

Besides Arburth on piano, Samuels was 
joined by bass player Mike Williams, and an 
electric drum. This gadget is not necessary. 
Besides detracting from the total performance, 
it also brings to attention the fact that a drum- 
mer is needed but for some reason could not 
be procured (or there was not enough money 
to get one). 

Samuels will again be performing with Joan 
Rivers at Carlos and Charlies’ in L.A. in the near 
future. 


Broadway Babies 


Buckley’s Bistro and Cabaret is currently 
presenting a show that could easily become a 
classic example of how not to do a musical 
revue. This ‘‘musical romp” Broadway Babies, 
produced by Joseph Taro and Ira Cohen, con-" 
sists of a very uneven cast, a’badly ordered 
selection of songs (seems like the singers drew 
straws to determine the order they would ap- 
pear in), selections that appear to be chosen 
merely because they were what each singer 
wanted to perform, and amateurish staging by 
Taro. 

If it had not been for Mikio, Jackie Taylor, 
and musical director Bob Bauer, the show 
would have been a total waste. The other cast 
members, Taro, Katibelle and Nancy MacLean, 
were not up to par with the previous three. 
Katibelle’s Evita medley helped her to 
demonstrate her questionable high range dur- 
ing “Don’t Cry for Me, Argentina,” and she 
was flat in a good portion of “‘Buenos Aires.” 
Katibelle’s ‘“‘Turn Back, Oh Man” (from 
Godspell) was delivered a la Mae West — to 
no avail. MacLean tends to force her voice, 
making it too brash during “The Music that 
Makes Me Dance.”’ Katibelle and MacLean’s 
duet “Anything You Can Do” (a switch from 
the usual male/female duet from Annie Get 

Your Gun) was too forced. 

Taro chose to do a medley of Rogers and 
Hammerstein songs, during which his mug- 
ging was overpowering for such a small space 
as Buckley’s (not to mention distracting). He 
delivered ‘““This Nearly Was Mine” without any 
feeling. In “Getting Married Today,” Taro’s 
nun, which he sang falsetto, was a delightful 
surprise. 

Although Taylor does not have a strong 
voice, she does know how to use it to advan- 
tage. Her tough rendition of “The Man that Got 
Away,” her hard-boiled “I’m Still Here,’ and 
her bitchin’ “Ladies Who Lunch’’ all ex- 
emplified that quality. 

Mikio’s baritone did justice to his heartfelt 
“Anyone Can Whistle.’’ His attempt to get the 
audience to participate in “It Ain’t Necessari- 
ly So” was dismal. It might have worked bet- 
ter if he had used the other cast members for 
a chorus. Mikio teamed up with Taro for a bi- 
lingual ‘“Memories”’ (Mikio sang in Japanese, 
Taro in English), but Taro’s over-dramatizing 
played havoc with any enjoyment to be de- 
rived from the song. 

The staging for ‘‘Officer Krupke”’ was just 
plain silly, and it was absurd on Taro’s part to 
attempt a big production number for “Hey 
There, Good Times” on such a small stage.
